D eath o f the O ldest Citizen—The M 
C onference. 
San 
B ern ard ino, 
September 
20th.— 
James W. Waters, Sr., oneof the earliest of 
the California Pioneers, and a man widely 
known on the Pacific coast, died at his 
residence here this morning after a short 
illness. He located in this valley on the 
site of the present city of San Bernardino 
in 1843, since which time he has been 
closely identified with the business pro­ 
gress of this city and county. He was 76 
years of age. 
At the M .E.Conference to-day E. Thomp­ 
son was chosen Chairman of the Temper­ 
ance Committee. 
Professor G. A. Cox was discontinued at 
his own request. 
The Committee on Organization of the 
Mutual Aid Society of the M. E. Conference 
presented a report. 
J. Cralls’ case was referred to the Com­ 
mittee on Conference Relations. 
Rev. Mr. James, of lastivious fame, on 
being confronted with the charges against 
him, comprising thirteen distinct counts, 
asked for lurther time in which to prepare 
a defense; which being refused, be surren­ 
dered his license and withdrew from the 
ministry. 
The defense in the Adams murder trial 
occupied the attention of the Court to-day. 
Much evidence, intended to show that 
Adams feared bodily barm from Collins, 
was introduced. The case will probably 
go to the jury to-morrow evening.

Williams nursed Gorham through • serious 
illness, and the latter, in gratitude, adopted 
Williams as a protege, and adowed him to 
draw money as he desired. Too expensive 
habits led to the extravagant use of this 
privilege and the old man repudiated him. 
Williams continued to draw checks, how­ 
ever, hence the suit. The verdict causes 
much surprise. 
To-day the County Superintendent of 
Schools, Seamans, turned over $21 710 cf 
school money to the new county of Orauge 
in accordance with the recent decision of 
the Attorney-General, as the share of the 
new county. 


ARROYO GRANDE. 


Sudden D eath o f a Prom inent Citizen— 
H ighw ay Robber. 
A broyo G rande, September 20th.—Rev. 
C. M. Kellogg, one of the most prominent 
citizens ot this place, died suddenly at 6 
o'clock this evening. He was crossing the 
railroad bridge with a friend in a wagon 
when the horse got frightened at a water 
tank that had just been erected, and in 
kicking broke the harness. Mr. Kellogg 
jumped from the wagon and waited until 
the horses were quieted. He then got into 
the wagon and rode within fifty yards of 
his home, when a hemorrhage came, and 
he died within five minutes. 
Two young men were stopped on the

ade two miles north of town about seven 
st evening by highwaymen. They on'v 
had two dollars, which was returned to 
them. 
The robber accompanied them 
down the mountain, and stopped an old 
man that he likewise took nothing from. 
He came within half a mile of the town, 
and then let the young men proceed alone.

A Strong F ight to be M ade for A dm is­ 
sion Into the Union. 
D en v er (Colo.), September 20th.—The 
Republican's Santa Fe special says : 
The 
subjects of municipal corporations, the 
management of school lands, mines and 
water rights occupied the attention of the 
Constitutional Convention to-day. 
it agreed that the head of each family in 
the State may be exempt from execution 
for a homestead of the value of $2,500. 
The article on water rights acknowledges 
in the broadest manner the principle of 
priority of rights. A provision was offered 
to make the District Attorney an elective 
instead of an appointive office. 
The Chair was authorized to appoint a 
committee of not less than twenty-five, nor 
more than one hundred, whose duty it 
shall be to proceed to Washington this win­ 
ter, and use their influence to get Congress 
to grant the admission of New Mexico to 
Statehood. 
The work of the Convention is receiving 
a finishing touch at the hands of the Com­ 
mittee on Revision. This committee has 
been instructed to complete its duties and 
submit the Constitution to-morrow morn­ 
ing. 
The question whether the Constitution 
shali go first to the people or first before 
Congress will then come up and be settled. 


WASHINGTON TERRITORY.

MORMONS AND GENTILES. 


of 
B reath lessly A w aiting tlie Outcom e 
tlie Strife at Salt Lake. 
C hicago, September 20th.—The Utah 
Election Commissioners are at work at the 
Leland Hotel to-day on the annual report to 
the Secretary of the Interior. The work of 
the sub-committee drafting the report will 
probably be finished this afternoon, and 
submitted to the full Commission. 
‘It will be a voluminous document,” 
said General Robertson at noon. “In a 
general way, the report will not differ 
greatly from those previously made bv the 
committee.” “ 
It is understood that the report will 
largely set forth Governor Robertson’s 
views on religion and politics. 
Colonel Godfrey was interviewed by a 
local paper. 
“Can you state something of the present 
situation in Utah, haviDg been there 
lately?” 
‘1 would rather not. Everybody in the 
city of Salt Lake is breathlessly awaiting 
the outcome of the strife between the 
Mormons and Gentiles. 
‘Will the report of the Commissioner 
tend directly or indirectly toward regulat­ 
ing elections in Salt Lake City, so that the 
Gentiles, hitherto cast in the shade by their 
scheming brethren, the Mormons, may 
seenre a majority in the Council and thus 
make their influence felt ?” 
“Now you are asking a question to which 
must not frame an answer. Congress 
will, of course, act upon our reports under 
the provisions of the Edmunds law. What 
that body will do I cannot say, but it is 
almost an assured thing that if the elec­ 
t ons 
are carried 
under 
the 
new 
rules the result will be beneficial to the 
Gentiles.” 
It is understood that the recent Salt 
Lake election will be dwelt on. Owing to 
the peculiar municipal regulations, Coun­ 
cil members are compelled to secure elec­ 
tion by a majority of the votes cast in the 
entire city. For this reason the Gentile 
wards have not been able to obtain repre­ 
sentation. 
The Commissioners, it is understood, will 
recommend additional legislation. It is 
aho understood that recommendations 
may be made that some of the Territorial 
and county officers, and the Superintend­ 
ents of District Schools, be appointed by 
the President or Governor; that the Dis­ 
trict Courts be given greater powers of 
jurisdiction in cases of polygamy, exempt­ 
ing prosecutions for such offenses from the 
statute of limitations; that it be a penal 
offense for a womau to enter a polygamous 
relation, and extending the term of im ­ 
prisonment for 6uch rffense; depriving 
polygamists from entering and acquiring 
public laDd, and forbidding immigration 
of those believing in polygamy, and the 
adoption of a law similar to what is known 
as the Idaho law, disfranchising persons 
who belong to an organization which 
teaches and upholds polygamy'. 
“It has been said that polygamy is dying 
out in Utah, Colonel; did you give the 
matter any special attention, and can you 
give the public any information?” 
“ Well, it may be so, but—well, I do not 
think I bad better talk any farther. We 
will end our session to-day, perhaps, but 
not a word of our report will we give out 
to the public.”

Smith of the Transcontinental Association 
has issued a decision on the question of 
Canadian Pacific passenger differentials, 
which was referred to him at the recent 
meeting in Chicago. He rules that on all 
business east of Chicago, also on the direct 
lines between Chicago and St. Paul, east of 
the Mississippi river, the Canadian Pacific 
and Manitoba railways, via Winnipeg, be 
allowed agreed differentials, less than the 
rates in effect via the Northern Pacific; that 
from all territory south, west and south­ 
west of Chicago and St. Paul these roads 
shall make their rates based on the addi­ 
tion of locals to their differential rates from 
Chicago or St. Paul, providing such rates 
shall not in any instance be higher than 
the rates in effect from the same points via 
the Northern Pacific.

Rescuing parties 
are hard at work, but meeting with acci­ 
dents. as huge masses of rock still continue 
to fall from the cliffs.

Among those still supposed to be be­ 
neath the ruins are: Charles Allan and 
wife, Mrs. Stevens, Mrs. Henry, Richard 
Mavburry and wife. Mrs. R. Lawson, R. 
Kemp and family, Michael B. Leahy and a 
number of children. 
The loss is very great. 
Some of the 
workingmen who are deprived of homes 
lost all their furniture and other effects, 
even their summer earnings. Many are 
left virtually penniless at the commence­ 
ment of a Canadian winter.

The injured have been nearly all re­ 
moved to the Hotel Dieu. Men of the bat­ 
tery, aided by a detachment of ihe cavalry 
school, effected quite a number of rescues.

The work of rescuing victims is going on 
vigorously. 
The members of the Black 
family were buried alive twelve feet below 
tbe surface of the debris. On beiDg asked 
if they were safe, Mrs. Black answered : 
" My husband is killed at the door. The 
rest are safe, but suffering from wounds 
and bruises on our limbs.” 
Shortly after Miss May Cauldwell, neice 
of Black, was extricated from Black's 
house. Her limbs were so stiff from in­ 
action that the least touch caused excruciat­ 
ing pains. The next person taken out was 
Thomas Berrigan, whose wife was taken 
out of the ruins dead. He is so disfigured 
that his friends could hardly recognize 
him. He was removed to the Hotel Dieu 
Hospital. 
The next to follow was an 8-year-old boy, 
also named Berrigan. His left leg was 
crushed to a jelly. Theu came Mrs. Black. 
Her bosom, neck and face were dreadfully 
swollen. 
The scene of the terrible disaster is vis­ 
ited by thousands, who block up the nar­ 
row street and make it difficult for any one 
to move, there being but one narrow street. 
Between the rock and the river there is a 
complete stoppage of traffic, except by 
climbing over the debris. A large force is 
engaged in searching the rains. 
The shipping office in the Dominion 
Government building has been turned into 
a temporary morgue. Over twenty bodies 
are lying in it. It is difficult to identify 
some, so much have they been disfigured 
and crushed. 
Several persons reported 
missing have turned up, but it is thought 
there will be ten or more victims to be 
added to tbe list. 
The City Council is holding a special 
meeting to consider what the Best course 
of action will be to complete the work of 
recovering the remaining bodies. 
It is feared a large part of the rock ad­ 
joining the site of the slide will come 
down, as large crevices appeared and rain 
is still falling, and may repeat the opera­ 
tions which caused last night’s disaster. 
People are moving out of the threatened 
houses. 
Citizens are sending in money to relieve 
the immediate distress among the home­ 
less women and children. 
The site of the landslide of last Digbt is 
almost identical with that of one which 
occurred in 1841, when eight buildings 
were crushed and thirty-three persons 
killed. 
The mass of earth and rocks moved, 
roughly speaking, about 600 feet frontage 
by 80 feet deep. Some of the masses of 
fallen rock weigh nearly twenty tons. 


HORRIBLE SIGHTS. 
While workers were busy clearing away 
the debris of the crumbled buildings faint 
groans were heard at intervals from under 
the piles of rock. Efforts of volunteers 
were concentrated to that point, and after 
three hours’ hard work the bleeding body 
of Joe Kemp was extracted from a mass of 
rock. The poor man is in a most pitiable 
condition. Both legs are broken at the 
knees. His left arm is fractured above the 
elbow and several ribs are fractured. He 
cannot live many hours. 
Two hours later his wife’s body was 
taken out of the wreck. Her head was 
almost severed from her body. 
Farther away another hideous spectacle 
Ser» to the sight a corpse of a young 
woman (Mrs. Lawson), who had been ad­ 
mired in life for her beauty. Her body 
had been crushed almost flat, "her abdomen 
had been ripped open and her entrails 
scattered about. 
Shortly after viewing her remains her 
husband became a raving maniac, and it is 
doubtful if he will recover his reason. 
A man named Michael Bradley, who had 
gone almost crazy when told that all his 
family had perished in the landslide, dis­ 
covered, while looking over the wreck of 
his house, his 5 year-old daughter still 
alive. His joy was indescribable, and it is 
thought the child will live. 
Up to th;s 
time the number of corpses found is twenty- 
five and the number wounded eighteen. " 


PREPARING FOR THE FUNERALS. 
Preparations are being made for the 
funerals of the killed, who will be buried 
at tbe joint expense of tbe citizens and the 
Gevemment. 
Among those buried by the rocks are a 
young couple named Nolan, who were 
married a few weeks ago. Nolan could 
have escaped, hut he lost his life in trying 
to get his wife out of the house. 
It is thought that King's Bastion, on the 
citadel, will have to be removed, as it is 
now near the edge of the rock, with unsafe 
crevices in front of it. As a precautionary 
measure, all communication with the Bas­ 
tion has been cut off, and morning and 
evening guns will no longer be fired from it. 
About 20,000 persons have visited the 
scene of the disaster during the day. 
Thousands crowded into the morgue and 
seized every point inside and outside the 
bniiding where a glimpse conld he had of 
the bodies of the victims. 
Many women who obtained entrance had 
to be removed in a fainting condition, the 
mangled bodies being a sight to try the 
nerves of the strongest men. 
It has been decided to use small charges 
ot powder to break up the huge bowlders 
covering the roadway, as it is certain there 
can be nothing living beneath them.

B e s te d ' 
The Silver M arket No*, to He 
l>y U ncle Saiu, 
W ash ington, September 20th.—Refer­ 
ence was made in there dispatches last 
evening to discontinue at once by Secre- 
y Windom of the custom of "making 
counter offers by the Treasury in the pur­ 
chase of silver for use in the Mints. 
This custom was introduce# by Treasurer 
Jordan, who was unfriendly *o" the silver 
interest, for the purpose of keeping the 
market prices as low as possible. 
The law provides for purchase of a cer­ 
tain amount of silver during the year at 
prices not exceeding the market price at 
the time of-tbe purchase. The Director of 
be Mint receives every day a cable from 
l>ondon giving the market price of silver 
there, and Irom that is figured out the 
parity. For instance the parity by the last 
report is 93 60, and no price above that can 
be paid unless there is an increase in the 
market value. Offers of silver are received 
twice a week by the Mint, any of which 
may he accepted if the price asked is not 
more than the parity. 
Jordan, in order to get silver at the lowest 
possible price, inaugurated the custom of 
making the counter offer lower than the 
price asked. 
Under the present administration of the 
Department it is held tobe the duty of the 
Government to purchaseat the lowest price 
offered in accordance with the law, and 
then if it appears there is any combination 
of silver to bull the market for the purpose 
of getting an unusually high price from 
the Government for th tir silver, the De­ 
partment may decline to purchase at the 
time, or go to San Francisco or London to 
purchase. 
It is held that it is not proper for the 
Treasury Department to go at it systematic­ 
ally to “ bear ” the silver market. Upon 
this theory Secretary Windom has gone- 
back to the old way of accepting offers 
without any dickering by counter offers.

The Commissioner prints extended ex­ 
tracts from the reports of Surveyor Gen­ 
erals of various States aDd Territories bear­ 
ing on tbe subject of irrigation.

W a s h in g t o n , September 19th.—Secretary 
Proctor has received complaints from citi­ 
zens of the new Northwestern States to the 
effect that United States soldiers on the 
reservations in those State» intend to vote 
at the coming election, and requesting the 
Secretary to prevent it. Iu reply the Sec­ 
retary calls attention to the law that pro­ 
vides but one residence for tbe soldiers, and 
that is their former home, and he will see 
that the law is not violated.

HOW THE UNITED'STATES EXCLUSION 
LAWS MAY BE EVADED.

T hat undesirable class of citizens, the 
pig-tailed Celestials—who are nearly ruin­ 
ing Upper California by sending out of it 
to China not less than $40,000 per diem, 
through every day of the 365—are gain­ 
ing an alarm ing foothold upon this penin­ 
sula. 
Between their silent, unobtrusive 
and indefatigable hordes and the English, 
who already own and control its northern 
half, the U nited States may as well say 
adios to any future interest in this corner 
of our continent. 
It is a lam entable fact 
th a t while our worthy lawmakers are 
prating of American prowess and valor­ 
ously applying the Monroe doctrine here 
and there in spots, foreign powers are 
quietly possessing themselves of tid-bits of 
territory almost under the shadow of the 
eagle’s wings. 
Ever since the earliest 
efforts of the U nited States Government to 
restrict Chinese im migration, the heathen 
have been busily inventing schemes by 
w hich to evade the Exclusion Acts, with 
more or less success. 
One by one as they 
have been pointed out, defects in the ex­ 
isting statutes have been corrected, until 
at last it was thought that a law had been 
framed w ithout a loophole for the pig-tails 
to slip through. 
But now it seems that, 
A NEW SCHEME 
Is on foot, which, if allowed to proceed, 
will greatly increase the objectionable im ­ 
portation, and render it more than ever 
difficult to check. 
Though vigorously de­ 
nied by those who are said to be its pro­ 
moters, the story comes from too reliable a 
source to be ignored, and, true or false, is 
as follows : Iu the w inter of 1887-88, the 
M exican Government, through Geueral 
Carlos 
Pacheco, 
Secretary 
of Public 
W orks, Colonization, etc., made a “ con­ 
cession” 
to General T. Masae of 300 
square kilom eters of laud, including the 
gold placers and rich mineral ground of 
w hat is known as the Real del Castillo dis­ 
trict of Lower California. 
This enormous 
grant—equal to about 116 square miles— 
came about through the personal fi iend- 
ship of President L)iaz for General Masae. 
the latter having served in Mexico under 
M axim ilian, and, after the fall of the Em­ 
pire being prevailed upon by Diaz to re­ 
main in the country, 
N ot long ago General Masae went to San 
Francisco, where he was closeted long and 
often with the Six Chinese Companies, 
who, as is well known, make it their main 
object to im port Celestials into California 
directly from the Flowery Kingdom by the 
wholesale, so to say. 
Though the m atter 
was kept as quiet as possible, and the G en­ 
eral resolutely refused to be interviewed, a 
few of the facts leaked out. 
The available 
farm ing tract of General Masae’s grant 
will he utilized for colonizing purposes, 
and its great gold placers will be leased for 
a long term of years to the Six Chinese 
Companies, who will bring over coolies hv 
the ship-load, and will land them at E n­ 
senada, the first M exican seaport below 
the U nited States line. 
This hum an cargo 
wili be distributed over the various claims, 
where they will rem ain until a second 
ship-load arrives; whereupon the first lot, 
of a thousand or more, will be collected 
together and paid off) w ith instructions to 
cross over the line, whenever they can, 
into Upper California, their ultim ate des­ 
tination when leaving C h in a; and the 
new-comers will be put in their places on 
th e claims. 
The process can be repeated 
as often as desired, especially as the Eng­ 
lishmen, who now occupy the northern 
peninsula, have no prejudice against the 
pig-tails. 
Some m onths ago, a party of Celestials di­ 
rect from China, who have spent many 
years in poppy-raisirg at home, visited 
this peninsula, for the purpose of ascer­ 
taining w hether a good quality of opium 
could be produced here. They spent weeks 
in a careful survey, going as far south as 
Magdalena Bay : and finally declared th at 
nowhere—not even in the Flowery K ing­ 
dom—had they seen a soil and climate so 
adm irably adapted to the growth of the 
poppy as in the northern half of Lower 
California, near the sea. 
They tried hard 
to buy 500 acres of ¡and of the Americans 
who were then in possession, and had they 
obtained it, would immediately have set­ 
tled thereon a Chinese colony and gone 
extensijely 
into the 
opium industry. 
Should the silk-skirted gentlemen return 
now with their liberal offers and the cash 
in hand, they m ight not find it so difficult 
to purchase from the present owners. 
In an interview w ith one of these C hi­ 
namen, he told me that he had more than 
tw enty years' experience as .Superintend­ 
ent of 
AN OPIUM-RAISING COLONY 
In China, and that he preferred the black 
poppy to either the red or the white, as 
it yielded better, and was more hardy than 
the other varieties. 
The seed is sown in 
beds, and afterwards the young plants are 
set out in rows. 
By the second year, the 
poppy has grown large enough to produce 
some gum, but it is at its best w hin from 
three to ten years old. 
Two Chinamen, 
who thoroughly understand the business, 
can easily take care o fte n acres. 
These 
can !>e hired for about $40 ¡>er m onth; the 
seed will cost $1 per acre, and each acre, 
after the second year, will yield from 
$5,000 to $8,000 annually. 
So you see 
there is money in it. 
In a few sections of the LTnited States 
farmers have ex|>erimented a little with 
the w hite poppy—hut it is not likely to 
ever figure largely among American pro­ 
ducts. 
Mr. Brail, the United States Con­ 
sul at Teheran, iias been studying opium 
culture in Persia, where a very fine article 
is produced, and declares that he believes 
it m ight l>e raised to great advantage in 
all the Southern States, particularly in 
upper California. 
Though the abuse of 
opium has brought thedrug into disrepute, 
it serves m anv useful purposes in m ateria 
medica, and should l>e made a wealth-pro­ 
ducing source wherever practicable. 
The 
poppy, like the olive, the cacti, the thistle 
and the cholla, does not need good soil nor 
m uch water, hut thrives in barren and 
rocky place-. 
Most of the hills and plains 
of IBaja*California are carpeted with the 
red and yellow varieties, growing in such 
luxuriance as to prove th at this is its 
native soil and climate. 
Speaking of queer industries—next to a 
ranch* o f . wood-lice or cochineal insects, 
there is nothing more curious than 
OSTRKICH FARMING. 
I do not know of hut one hacienda of 
th is kind in Lower California, and th at is 
a few miles south of La Paz. 
The im ­ 
mense birds, each standing from nine to 
ten feet “in his stockings,” are kept in 
corrals, or smalt inclosures, one male and 
two females occupying a place together. 
T he entire farm is thus divided off with 
little squares, like a gigantic checker­ 
board, w ith a wide road running straight 
down the middle, where a team may he 
driven to carry food to the birds by the 
wagon-load. 
The fences are not high, for 
ostriches can neither fly nor jump, al­ 
though it is well knowu that in a race 
w ith the fleetest horse they are sure to 
come out ahead. 
The males are black, 
w ith w hite wings and tail-feathers, while 
the females are light gray. 
All have the 
most beautiful eyes — large, 
soft 
and 
pathetic, like those of a fawn, hut their 
neck, misshapen feet and ludicrous gait 
m ake them anything but objects of beauty. 
T hey eat an incredible amount of alfalfa, 


vegetables, shells, and 
other coarse of 
food, and seem to be flourishing quite as 
well here as in their native wilds. 
The 
owner of this novel farm tells me th at he 
paid $1,000 apiece for his birds, which 
weigh between 300 and 400 pounds apiece. 
He says th at each female lays an average 
of twenty-five eggs a 
year, each egg 
weighing about two and a half pounds and 
being worth $100. 
Twice a year their 
feathers are plucked—only on the wings 
and tail, as their liodies are nearly naked 
at best, and each “picking-” is worth about 
$300. 
Plucking the birds looks like a very 
cruel performance, and it is uo wonder 
th at they fight so savagely, sometimes kill­ 
ing the men who attem pt it. 
The only 
way it can be done is by driving the bird 
quietly into a corner of the corral, where 
a man slips a sack over its head. 
Then 
four strong men lay hold of him, quickly 
tearing out the feathers, aud cutting those 
th at will not come. 
It takes an expert to 
do it, or the poor creatures would bleed to 
death. 
T heir eggs can be gathered only 
by strategy. The birds go 
WILD WITH RAGE 
At the sight of a dog, a horse, or a China­ 
man, and one or the other of these is in­ 
troduced into the inclosure, and while the 
ostrich is occupied in trying to demolish 
him, somebody slips over the fence and 
steals the eggs. 
N otw ithstanding his 
trials, 
the 
ungainly 
creature 
m ight 
have one supreme consolation, if he only 
knew it, viz: th at he is likely to be still 
in his prim e after two or three genera­ 
tions of men have gone to dust, the aver­ 
age life of an ostrich being 140 years. 
A brand-new invention has lately been 
tried here—th at of converting pine leaves 
into a pulp, for the manufacture of a strong 
and superior grade of paper. 
It is done 
by exposing the leaves to the action of 
steam under pressure, as follows: 
The 
pine leaves are put Into a steam -tight ves­ 
sel, which at its lower part communicates 
w ith a steam supply pipe, and at its upper 
end with a “worm,” like th a t of a still. 
Access to the worm is shut oil', and steam 
is adm itted into the closed vessel so as to 
expose the fibers to its full effect, under 
pressure, and also to its moisture and heat. 
The steam serves not only to soften the 
fibers, hut also to expel all resinous, oily 
and spirituous m atters from the pores, and 
to vaporize them , leaving the fibers intact. 
W hen properly softened, the filers ate 
liberated from their original contents, the 
passage to the worm is opened so th at the 
vaporized substances may escape for pur­ 
poses of distillation. 
The fibers are now 
removed from the vessel and mashed into 
pulp after the m anner in which other 
vegetable fibers are treated for the m anu­ 
facture of paper, papier-m ache, etc., and 
may he bleached by means of chemicals. 
W ho has not heard of 
THE PHANTOM SHIP 
Of California, whose wreck is buried in 
the sands of the desert, and whose spectral 
masts have lured many treasure-seekers to 
destruction? 
A t the tim e of its discovery, 
several years ago, the press raved about it, 
historians speculated upon it, songsters 
sang it, novelists wove it with romances, 
and Joaquin M iller, the long-haired rhvni- 
ster of the Sierras—dropping into poetry 
with the facility of Silas 4 Yegg—celebrated 
it in these w ords: 
“And said, A ship lies yonder dead; 
And said. Doubloons lie sown in sand. 
In yon far desert, dead and brown. 
Beyond where wave washed walls look down 
As thick as stars over head— 
A great ship, lifting from the sand, 
And pointing heavenward a hand.” 
This 
mysterious 
vessel lies not far 
northward of the line between Upper and 
Lower California, in what is known as the 
Colorado desert, and has just been redis­ 
covered by a party of prospectors. 
It was 
first seen by Joseph Talbot, who gives it 
as his opinion th at the desert in which it 
is stranded was once a part of the Califor­ 
nia G u lf; but th at at some rem ote period 
an earthquake threw up the chain of hills 
across its month, entirely altering the 
character of the country. 
The waters 
gradually subsided, but their mark may 
still be plainly seen, some sixty or seventy 
feet up the m ountain sides, all around the 
border. 
The ship may have been a piratical craft 
which lost her way ; she may have been 
the very vessel named by Adm iral V iz­ 
caino, and mentioned by F ather Junipero 
Serra ; she may have been a ship of ex­ 
ploration, commanded by some 1 Castilian 
grandee, which disappeared in the seven­ 
teenth century, with a million doubloons 
on board. 
None tan tell anything about 
her, beyond the bare fact th at there she is, 
in the midst of the desert, “lifting heaven­ 
ward a hand”—w hether to warn or beckon. 
Though many have tried, no man has yet 
been able to reach the spot. 
For miles 
around it on every side the alkali crust 
th at covers the deep, hot, stinging sand is 
not strong enough to support man or beast. 
There is no water for a great distance, and 
if a man could wac • through on foot where 
it is impossible to i jipel a m ule to carry 
him, he could not he burdened w ith suffi­ 
cient food and w ater to last him through 
the expedition, and w ithout which he 
must surely perish. 
Last year, two determ ined miners were 
sent out, equipped with shovels, tools, and 
“grub stake1” to dig up the craft and its 
treasures. 
Tim e passed ; they did not re­ 
turn, aud finally others were sent to look 
for them —after the fashion of parties who 
go in search of the north pole, and others 
who go in search of them . 
The latter, 
coming in sight of the tall w hite masts, 
found a pile of fossils and m arine shells— 
a monument, erected by those for whom 
they were looking; and later, they came 
upon two hum an skeletons, presumably 
those of the miners, the flesh picked clean 
from the hones by greedy vultures. 
Early in the coming October a larger 
party of prospectors are going to renew the 
attem pt, setting out well equipped from 
San Diego, and then we hope th at the 
long-kept secrets of the phantom ship will 
lie disclosed.

THREE AMERICAS EXPOSITION. 


R eason s W h y it Should be H eld at W ash ­ 
in gton . 
(Washington Post, August 23d.] 
A noticeable and gratifying feature of 
the editorial discussion of the exposition 
of 1892 is th at several of the leading advo­ 
cates of New York are advancing argu­ 
ments which are inapplicable to any place 
but the national capital. 
The Morning Journal, which started the 
New Y ork movement, had in its issue of 
May 10th an interview with Hon. A. T. 
Goshorn, the Director-General of the P h il­ 
adelphia Centennial of 187G, in which he 
said : 
“ In order to make it that success, 
it should be under the auspices of the 
Government. 
The G eneral Government 
must guarantee its financial status and is­ 
sue the invitations to foreign Governments. 
T he Governments would not, of course, 
recognize invitations from private corpora­ 
tions.” 
These sentim ents were editorially 
indorsed by the Journal. 
On the 18thof Ju ly the Public Ledger 
of Philadelphia, in an elaborate editorial, 
said : 
“In respect of the means, they should 
come from the N ational Treasury— the 
money necessary to carry out this great 
enterprise should be the money of the 
¡teople. 
The celebration is to lie theirs, 
and they shouhi be, and they are, willing 
to hear the expense of it. 
In tlieir name, 
and for the honor and dignity of the coun­ 
try, Congress should appropriate as large 
an amount as may I* needed to make the 
exposition wholly successful. 
An appro-4 
priation of $5,000,000, it has been sug­ 
gested, should lie made by Congress to tiie 
celebration. 
If that sum w ill be sufficient 
it should he appropriated, hut one of double 
th at amount would not be considered by 
the country too large. 
T he common feel­ 
ing is th at the Government should give to 
this celebration the 
broadest 
national 
cl aracter; th at it should stand toward it 
as the country’s representative, and make 
proclamation to all the nations of the world 


th at it is to he the celebration of this na- j 
tion ; not of a city, nor of persons, but of 
the republic. 
T he unintelligent and sor- 1 
did feeling w hich induced Congress to ap- • 
propriate under a condition of repaym ent 
$1.500,000 to the Centennial Exposition 
has no longer any place in or out of Con­ 
gress. 
The common sentim ent of leading 
members of th a t body, of some of them 
who are most distinguished for their watch­ 
fulness over the Treasury, is th at not only 
should the G overnm ent give to the expo­ 
sition of 1892 the dignity of a national 
affair, but th at it should aid it with all the 
money needed to render it worthy of a 
people so powerful, great and rich as this 
people.” 
This is an unreasonable argum ent in 
favor of the N ational Capital as the proper 
site for the great Exposition. 
In another 
editorial, on th e 24th of July, the Ledger 
savs:

A good Jersey will make a pound 
of butter per day the year round, and in 
many localities th3 Channel Islanders can 
unquestionably be m aintained at a good 
profit. 
They have out grown the “boom” 
period on this side, and as our system of 
testing values largely on actual perform­ 
ance is far preferable to the prevailing 
practice in this respect in R ritain—oreven 
on the Island itself, for th a t m atter— there 
can be no gainsaying the fact th at the 
Jersey cow is destined to reach her highest 
development and greatest'ultim ate popu­ 
larity in America. 
BUYING MANURE. 
Summer is the best tim e to get manure 
cheaply for those near enough to cities 
and villages to make the exjiense of haul­ 
ing not too serious a m atter. 
A t this sea­ 
son, in many places, m anure piles become 
a nuisance, and their owners are glad to 
give them away, while the same piles in 
winter, when competition is sharp, com­ 
mand $1 or more per load. 
Of course this 
is the farmer’s busiest time, and he cannot 
afford to spare men or team help exclu­ 
sively for drawing manure, no m atter how 
cheap it may be. 
But if he is obliged by 
business to go with a team to a city or vil­ 
lage, the farmer can now pick up a load of 
, m anure which in w inter he would find it 
hard to obtain at any price.

almost daily w ithout injury, and with de­ 
cided benefit. 
It should' at least be done 
every tim e heavy rains or irrigation forms 
a crust over the surface. 
Pl'RE-BEID STOCK. 
To have said ten years ago that everv 
farmer ought to keep only pure-bred stock, 
each the best of its kind, would have 
sounded to most people like theoretical 
nonsense. 
T here are now, however, many 
good farmers who believe in having about 
them no other than pure-bred stock. 
The 
idea th at such anim als require better feed 
and shelter than common or mixed stock 
amounts to nothing as an argum ent iu 
favor ot the latter. 
Good feed and shelter 
pay well in eith er case, but always best 
when given the best stock. 


POULTRY. 
Feed but little corn in summer. 
W ith good management ducks can be 
made profitable. 
Now is one of the best times to sell stock 
th at you do not want. 
In the spring the early chickens sell the 
best, and for this reason fall hatching is 
the most iirofitabie. 
W here young roosters can be sold at a 
fair price, the sooner they are disposed of 
the better, as they cost something to feed 
and bring more care. 
If chickens are hatched in the fall care 
m ust he taken to feed them well so as to 
kee>> them growing, or they will not prove 
profitable. 
A few fowls of the best quality in with a 
lot of m ixed fowls will add nothing to the 
m arket value of the rest. 
It should he remembered th at the differ­ 
ent kinds of food supplied not only affect 
the num ber of eggs it is possible to secure, 
but also the quality of the eggs. 
Iti very m any cases it will be found 
profitable to whitewash the poultry house 
and vard once every m onth at least," especi­ 
ally in summer. 
Barrels cut in two make excellent nests, 
especially when they can be set on the 
ground. 
They are room y, and if a good 
layer of straw is put in " the bottom, are 
better than boxes set on the ground. 
Fall-hatched chickens escape the beat, 
and where the poultry are kept confined 
will cost little, if any, more than if hatched 
in the spring. 
Cut straw is a good m aterial to throw 
over the floor of the poultry-house to scat­ 
ter small grain among, so as to give the 
hens a good opportunity to scratch. 
Buckwheat and sunflower seed are botli 
rich and stim ulating foods, and can be 
used to good advantage in feeding poultry 
th at is being made ready for exhibitions. 
Only a small quantity should be given at a 
tim e—a handful to a dozen hens. 
It is im portant at this tim e to provide 
good ventilation for the pouitiv-houses. 
The nights are warm and usually" there is 
more poultry on the farm than at any other 
tim e ; so it is necessary to see that they are 
made as comfortable as possible. 
If ducks are not picked too close, and 
are reasonably well fed, they begin iaving 
about this tim e, and will furnish quite a 
num ber of eggs before cold w eather sets in. 
W ith early ducks for m arket and plenty of 
eggs, ducks can be made very profitable. 
YVith guineas the best profit is realized 
from the eggs, and for this reason it is d e­ 
sirable to have them gentle so th at they 
wili select th eir nests and lay their eggs 
convenient to the house. 
It is often the case th at the turkey-hens 
will steal out their nests and hatch" out a 
clutch of young turkeys late in the sum­ 
mer. 
The better plan of managing these 
is to feed them well so as to keep them 
growing and have them ready for m arket 
any time after the m iddle of wintei. 
As 
a rule, poultry at th at tim e sell at good 
prices. 
The im portance of having poultry in 
good condition when sending to m arket is 
a very im portant item, especially when 
prices are low, as a very little difference in 
th e price realized will often determ ine the 
question of profit or loss, and it is usually 
worth trying to secure the best prices. 
In order to sell well, geese must be sent 
to m arket fat. 
U sually they are sold 
dressed, and their appearance affects to a 
considerable extent the price. 
A nice, fat 
goose makes a splendid table fowl, but a 
poor, tough ene is, to say the least, not 
very desirable, and consequently, must be 
sold at a low price.

Take agricultural papers, read 
in their columns the experiences aud 
observations of others and avail yourself of 
the many useful hints and suggestions.

COUNTING BY ELECTRICITY. 


In te r e stin g M ach in e to b e Used in th e 
F o rth co m in g C ensus. 
(From Modern Light aud Heat.] 
W e have on more than one occasion 
published a note on the complicated elec­ 
trical appliances which have been manu­ 
factured to be used in taking the forth­ 
coming census. 
We now give a brief de­ 
scription of th e process: 
T he census collector wiil call with his 
printed blank, and answers to questions 
will be w ritten in the usual way. 
These 
sheets will then be placed before a person 
who operates a machine which may be 
likened to a type-writer, except that, in­ 
stead of the usual ink marks on paper, 
small round holes are punched in a card. 
T he cards one for each person, are about 
six and a half inches in length by three 
inches in w idth, and the particular posi­ 
tion of hole in a card indicates an answer 
to some of the questions in the printed 
blank. 
As many as 250 items of information can 
be punched out upon a card, although no 
one card would ever have more than one- 
tenth part of the whole number. 
For ex­ 
ample, no one person can be classed as both 
w hite and black, American and foreign 
born, and if foreign born he can only come 
from one country. 
These cards, when 
punched, are placed one at a tim e in a sort 
of press, and a lever operated by one hand 
is brought down, when a series of pins are 
brought against the card. 
W herever a 
hole has been punched in a card, the cor­ 
responding pin passes through into a m er­ 
cury cup beneath, completing the electric 
circuit. 
These circuits, one for every hole, 
pass out to a large number of counters 
which operate electrically, and which add 
upon their dials all items of the same kind 
upon the same dials. 
For instance, all 
w hite men are counted upon a dial marked 
“white males;” all business or professional 
people upon dials which indicate their 
particular business or profession. 
The 
cards, as they leave the press, are all sorted 
by means of an electnea! sorting device, 
whereby they may be sorted into groups or 
States.

teenth streets may not be quite as crowded 
at 8 o’clock in the morning as at 4 o’clock 
in the afternoon, but the localities are 
equally as interesting to the student of 
human nature. 
At the earliest hours 
crowds of well and fashionably dressed 
women, robed often in more tasteful attire 
than that affected by the major portion 
of the female promenaders of the after­ 
noon, pass up and down the thoroughfare, 
and one is lead to wonder if they are 
sagacious shoppers, avoiding the crowds of 
the late-comers that w ill 
jostle 
each 
other in an endeavor to reach the bargain 
counter, or society’s dames out for a morn­ 
ing constitutional. 
Tuey are neither. 
They are a part of 
the force that vo to make millionaires of 
dry goods merchants, and are for the most 
part whatjis termed in their own veruacula-, 
“salesladies.” 
Blondes there are of every conceivable 
type, from the blue-eyed variety with a 
complexion like a mold of blanc mange 
touched up with cranberry jelly, and hair 
kike silk floss, to the soft, brown-eyed dar­ 
ling, whose hair was merely “ light col­ 
ored,” and the representatives of. the bru­ 
nette style of beauty, ate equally numer­ 
ous. 
Here are three dark-eyed beauties, 
neat and wholesome to the very finger tips 
of the single ungloved hand of one of 
them; 
their handiome figures robed in 
stylishly-made gowns of black. 
What 
might be termed a saucy nose denote a 
kinship, and they are probably sisters. 
A 
blonde with a fresh, rosy coinplexiou, next 
passes. She is dressed in dark blue, with 
hair line stripes of red about the bottom 
of the skirt and adorning the front of the 
dress and the cuffs, while a hat to match, 
with red roses tastefully arranged, com­ 
pletes a costume that for style could not be 
excelled. 
Nearly all look prosperous and 
happy. 
Occasionally one appears whom a 
soul-harrowing economy has compelled the 
covering of her la-t summer’s “straw” with 
cloth to be worn as a winter’s h a t; and 
now the economist's savings not being in as 
advanced a tondition as the season, it is 
doing rummer service. 
She wears the 
headgear with a sort of shamefaced per­ 
verseness that contrasts strongly with the 
light-hearted airiness of the greater por­ 
tion of the throng. 
A reporter was particularly struck by 
the appearanee of these earnest women, 
and one, a perfect Ilebe, so caught his at­ 
tention that a greater knowledge of sales­ 
ladies for the benefit of thousands who 
know nothing of their lives, was deter­ 
mined upon, but to gel one of them to 
speak was a difficulty. 
A start was made 
when later in the day the reporter found 
him self at the “Furnishings” ecuuter of a 
large dry goods store on Broadway, with 
the Hebe of the morning displaying neck­ 
ties for his inspection. 
A ll efforts at con­ 
versation - were met by monosylabic re­ 
plies that were very discouraging, and 
throwing aside all attempt at diplomacy, 
the reporter ventured the query: 
“How much are you paid per week for 
your services?” 
It had an effect. 
“People who know their business and 
can attend to it are valuable, and should 
get as high as $30 or $40. 
I suppose you 
do not get more than $2.” 
Ana deliver­ 
ing herself of this shot, she handed a mes­ 
senger that responded to her call the re­ 
porter’s purchase, and began occupying 
bg self with the task of replacing the 
goods displayed. 
After an apology and an explanation 
the young woman consented to talk, and 
appointed her luncheon time as the most 
convenient. 
Seated at a table with an ice-cream soda 
in front of her, she said : 
“I do not sup­ 
pose the position of saleslady is a particu­ 
larly hard one, only, perhaps, a little con­ 
fining, and after one gets used to the dis­ 
cipline and the long hours, the work be­ 
comes less of a drudgery and more to oue’s 
liking. 
True, our patience is often sorely 
tried, as was the case some weeks ago— 
so many strangers in town, attracted by 
the Centennial celebration, who visited 
the stores as they wouid a museum or a 
circus, and for the same reason, merely to 
see the sights and ask questions, never to 
buy, or, if they made any purchase, it was 
at thn smallest possible outlay.” 
“W hat induces young ladies to become 
salesladies?” 
“A dozen girls would probably give as 
many different reasons, but the principal 
one is a wish to be employed. 
Almost 
every young woman who arrives at the age 
when she thinks and acts a great deal for 
herself casts about for something to do— 
something of a congenial nature to occupy 
her mind. 
Particularly is this true of 
young ladies who have a good education, 
are possessed of some style and whose 
parents are in comfortable circumstances. 
Household duties are distasteful, for the 
reason that mother has always taken care 
of that detail, and so day after day passes 
over their heads in sheer idleness, until 
life becomes almost unbearable, and in 
desperation a situation is sought and ob­ 
tained. 
Others seek the employment for 
its ]>ecuniary remuneration, for the object 
of dress or support of dependent relatives. 
The lady in charge of the stock opposite 
the counter where you made your purchase 
supports a mother and two young sisters 
on $12 per week, and dresses in style, too. 
How she manages it is an enigma I wouid 
not undertake to solve. 
There are many 
so situated—that is, with others looking to 
them for support. 
Sometimes it is a 
father or a brother. 
I know of two in­ 
stant cs where Im-l antis are the beneficiaries 
of their wives industry. 
Marriage is not 
a failure for those worthies. 
“The pay of salesladies usually ranges 
from $3 per week for beginners to $20 per 
week lor jtersons in charge of stock or at 
the head of departments; long terms of 
service and the responsibility of or the care 
of the stock of the department, together 
with something of a knowledge of the 
market, xietermining the amount 
paid 
aliove the average of $9 per week for ex­ 
pert selling talent. 
The lady in charge of 
our department had been with the firm 
nearly eight vears, aud the greater part of 
tlic time had received but $1* per week. 
Three weeks since the former “head” mar­ 
ried, and she was promoted to the position 
at $18 per week. 
Quite an accident, you 
see, that she was ever advanced. 
It hap­ 
pened in this wav: 
Last December aman 
came in who said he was from Aspe-n, Col., 
and wanted socks similar to those he had 
bought at the same counter the winter be­ 
fore. 
The goods were not in stock, and, as 
in such instances, the matter was referred 
to the head of the department to see if 
the goods could be gotten on the market. 
The Judge—we afterward learned that 
was 
his 
title— was 
instantly 
smitten, 
and 
his 
reply to 
the 
head 
of the 
department, 
when 
she asked 
him to 
call in the afternoon 
and she would 
try and have the goods for him, was in­ 
tensely amusing to the rest of the sales­ 
ladies in the look which accompanied it, 
rather than in what he said. 
We were 
not much surprised when the ‘head’ told 
us, after his call in the afternoon, that he 
had proposed that she marry him and ac­ 
company him to his Aspen home at once. 
He was about 45 years old, and not at all 
bad looking. 
She laughed at the proposi­ 
tion, but consented to give him her name. 
One his arrival he began writing some of 


the most romantic and poetic letters, all of 
which were passed around the department 
for our especial edification, and each one 
of us wrote answers to them for her to copy 
aud send him. 
This statement of affairs 
continued for nearly three months, and the 
girls teased the head of the department so, 
and the Judge’s letters were growing of a 
more and more affectionate nature, that 
when the Judge sent on a check for $1,000 
and requested that she leave for Aspen at 
once with any friend she might choose, 
saying they wonld be married on her ar­ 
rival, and he would make a handsome set­ 
tlement on her in the bargain, she wrote a 
short note saving she had at no time been 
serious, and returned the check. 
His only 
reply was: 
How sad is the lot of the man 
Who loves to idolization. 
To be leld at the end of three months, 
She’s only indulged a flirtation. 
_ “H e must have left at once after send­ 
ing that, for a few days afterward we all 
nearly fainted to see him walk into the 
store. 
He succeeded in winning her, how­ 
ever, and three days afterward she left the 
store, was quietly married and went out 
West. 
Sbe had only a brother, who is 
married, and her salary had always been 
applied to her own wants, 
¡she was very 
fond of dress, and I think the possibility of 
uew gowns was what gained her consent. 
He could never have reached her heart 
through any other means, hut please don’t 
put that in the paper.” 
“Was it the income or the desire for oc­ 
cupation that actuated you when you en­ 
tered the employ of a dry goods firm ?” 
“Bather the latter. 
It could not be the 
former, since the amount paid me when I 
first began was hut $3 per week, a sum 
barely sufficient to keep one in car fare 
and lunches. 
I suppose it was more than 
I wa3 worth, and the other girls said I was 
not needed. 
I was oniy hired because I 
was stylish. 
“ My father is in receipt of a good salary 
from a railroad corporation, and we live in 
a neighborhood that is and always has been 
exclusive. 
Considerable expense was in­ 
curred to give me an education, and I was 
graduated from a fashionable boarding- 
school, sufficiently accomplished to paint a 
little, and I can play, sing, embroider and 
do a dozen different things in the same 
weak way, but had not one accomplish­ 
ment of sufficient practical benefit to earn 
the salt for my porridge, and it was not ex­ 
pected they should. I returned home. My 
former school friends and chums shunned 
me now because I did not belong to their 
set, and could not possibly maintain a posi­ 
tion among them, since my father’s means 
were no more than sufficient to regularly 
care for the family. 
“ This state of affairs continued for one 
whole year after my return from school, 
until, almost distracted, I determined upon 
seeking employment to get away from my­ 
self, and possibly secure an income that 
might aid to keep me decently dressed, 
i 
always walk to and from the store, about 
two miles, and 
carry my 
lunch. 
I 
have been advanced $1 per week, and 
this money enables me to furnish compar­ 
atively expensive materials, and mother 
makes the garments for me, and I help. 
The education that my kind father worked 
so hard to give me has resulted in a dis­ 
satisfied daughter and $4 per week.”

artistic education of 
made decorative ceramics less rare and 
costly than formerly, but the complexities 
attending the productions of painted china 
— apart from the time and talent requisite 
for painting—placed it almost entirely be­ 
yond the reach of people of moderate means. 
But here, as in other instances, science has 
stepped in to aid in cheapening and popu­ 
larizing decorated ware, and in the inven­ 
tion of M. Germeuil Bonnaud we have the 
means of producing in a few minutes re­ 
sults equal to those obtained by days of 
tedious hand-painting. 
The process is a very beautiful one, and 
highly interesting as a scientific develop­ 
ment, 
A thin plate of glass is sensitized 
with bi-cliromate of potash, and as soon as 
dry an unmounted photograph in black 
and white is laid upon it in au ordinary 
photographer’s printing frame. 
After ex­ 
posure for a few minutes, the photograph 
is removed l'rom the glass, on which there 
is, apparently, no image visible, but on 
some dry powder of a neutral tint being 
dusted over the glass the picture is seen. 
In some places the powder adheres, but in 
others it fails oftj and the same is the ease 
with regard to the other colors applied, 
which are merely dusted on without any 
attempt to follow the outline. 
The plate 
is next flooded with varnish to fix the pig­ 
ments, aud after being allowed to dry it is 
further touched up with other tints. 
The 
most remarkable feature of the process Í3 
that the colors seem to have a selective 
affinity for those of the original, and they 
certainly do not adhere indiscriminately, 
but fall into their places as if attracted by 
some chemical agency. 
It only takes a 
few minutes to go over an entire picture in 
this way, and in a marvelously short 
period what at first was a mere gray out­ 
line, grows into a finished painting, in 
which are all the varying depths of tone, 
shade and other qualities of accurate rep­ 
resentations of nature. 
When the painting is complete upon the 
glass it is flooded with specially prepared 
collodion, and before this is hard the plate is 
immersed first in water and then in potash. 
The china to be decorated—plate, vase or 
other article—is placed at tIwe bottom of a 
shallow vessel of water, and the glass held 
above it with its decorated side in the 
water and turned toward the china. Gradu­ 
ally the film separates from the glass and 
settles down upon the china, carrying the 
picture with it. 
The vase or plate, as the 
case may be, is then carefully lifted oat of 
the water, and by the time "it is dry the 
caustic solution lias entirely eaten away 
the collodion film, leaving nothing on the 
surface of the earthenware hut the design 
in dry mineral colors, but all the details of 
the picture, with its most delicate shades, 
are preserved with wonderful minuteness. 
All that is now requisite to complete the 
work is the baking or “firing,” to set the 
colors pirmanently, as well as to glaze and 
highten their tone. 
The process is sim­ 
ple, and may be carried out for the most 
part by ordinary laborers, though skill is 
required for some parts of the operation. 
Mr. Bonnaud, who is the inventor of the 
detective photograph camera, and 
the 
beautiful method of enamel photography, 
has spent a quarter of a century in work­ 
ing out aud developing the process above 
described, and all who have inspected 
specimens of his work agree that his time 
and talent have not been spent in vain.— 
Newcastle Chronide. 


ILLUSTRATED ADVERTISEMENTS. 
There is an office in New York, says the 
New York World, in which young women 
earn their living by doing pictures for 
the illustrated advertisements. 
It is a 
work that pays very well, but requires a 
special talent to make it successful. 
Any 
one who notices these advertisements wifi 
see that as a rule the drawing is verv well 
done, though the reproduction of it be 
crude. 
Some of the best women artists 
who do illustrations for the leading maga­ 
zines make a little extra spending money 
occasionally by doing a series of adver­ 
tisements for some well-known commercial 
house, but a great majority of those seen 
in the newspapers and among the adver­ 
tising pages of magazines are the work of 
girls who have been graduated from the 
various art schools in this city and who 
have sought and found employment in one 
of the several advertising bureaus, where 
such work is carried on in an organized 
way. 
Every girl is encouraged to de­ 
velop her specialty; as, for example, one 
young woman has a particular gift for 
drawing pigs, and she draws nothing but 
pigs—pigs in every conceivable altitude, 
wearing all sorts of garments and doing 
all sorts of things, which are supposed to 
set forth how much wiser than men are 
the little porklinus, which appreciate the 
value of a eertaiu soap or such aud such a 
baking powder. 
Another girl developed the special taste 
for kittens, and all her brain and ener­ 
gies are applied to the task of attracting 
by their aid the eye and the fancy to um­ 
brellas or hair tonic, as the case might be. 
Their work is very varied in its applica­ 
tion, if not in its nature, and they turn 
their hand to anything, from illustrating 
the circular issued by one of the wealthy 
' ‘ 
'•'iw beantiful ig {he 
_ 
ravels, and how 
comfortable its accommodations, to doing a 
ccmie head to adorn the yellow handbills 
which boys spi inkle along the streets or 
hand to passers-by. 
Good art work, no 
matter what form it takes, is always well 
paid, and these young women draw good 
salaries; some of the more advanced of, 
them, who can get up handsome colored I 
theater posters, have very enviable in­ 
comes. 
There is another office of young 
women which does nothing hut design 
lovely uew things in coffins aud decora­ 
tions. 
The fashions in these melancholy 
pieces of furniture change very frequently, 
and the successful undertaker, to keep at 
the head of his trade, must be constantly 
introducing novelties and little new luxu­ 
ries in the way of mournful suggestive­ 
ness. 
It has been found by experiment 
that no one is so ingenious and clever in 
doing this as young women who throw 
themselves with real artisticr.rdor into the 
question of silver-plated handles and crepe 
bows, so that most of the undertakers 
prefer to patronize the offices where this 
work is given over to the gentler sex. 


GENERAL MENTION. 
W hile Millet’s 
most famous picture 
brought $110,000 at public auction at Paris, 
M illet’s widow is so poor that she has been 
unable to retain possession of the little 
cottage at Barbizon where the artist lived 
and worked. 
W. T. Waiters, the Boston millionaire, 
is the possessor of a painting by Millet 
which is sometimes ranked before the 


cottage where they lived, with its huge bid 
apple trees, sold for several hundred dol- 
nas ¡ lars.

MANY 
Legal Ingenuity 


l a w y e r s. 


U pon to D ela y 
D raw n 
T rials. 
[it. Louis Globe-Democrat.] 
The venerable David Dudley Field deliv­ 
ered an address at the opening of the 
annual meeting of the American Bar Asso­ 
ciation on Wednesdiy, in which he told 
some very wholesome truths concerning the 
administration ot the law in this country.. 
He affirms that behind our boasting of tlíe 
great things we have accomplished and the 
rare things we have rendered in matters of 
government, “there stands a specter of 
halting justice sucli a.s is to be seen in no 
other part of Christendom.” 
There is no 
other country calling itself civilized, he 
goes on to say, where it takes so long to 
punish a criminal, or to get a final decision 
in a civil case. 
Tnis is a strong assertion, 
but it is made by a man of thorough ex­ 
perience and the highest judgment, and the 
observation of the average citizen confirms 
it every day. 
“Truly may we say,” he de­ 
clares, that justice passes through the laud 
on leaden sandals,-” and the record fullv 
substantiates the charge. 
Our Courts, as a 
rule, delay rather than hasten the enforce­ 
ment of laws; too often, in fact, they en­ 
tirely prevent such a result, aud cause in­ 
justice to be done under pretense of superior 
care and integrity. 
When a man goes to 
law he has no a-su ranee when the end will 
be reached. 
He is at the mercy of innu­ 
merable precedents 
and 
technicalities 
which are de.-lgned chiefly to prolong the 
proceedings; and no matter how simple the 
issue may be, the chances are all against a 
prompt and cheap trial. 
Tliis situation is largely due to the fact 
Mr. Field practically says, that we have 
too many lawyers. 
The profession is so 
crowded that it can prosper onlv bv 
keeping cases in Court as long as possible, 
instead of trying to dispose of them in an 
expeditious manner. 
Thus the resources 
of legal ingenuity have been drawn upon 
for ali sorts of hindrances to early trials; 
and the Courts complacently favor the 
system, and aid in making business for the 
attorneys at the expense of the helpless 
litigants. 
We have 70,000 lawyers in the 
United States, whereas France has only 
8,000 and Germany only 7,000. 
That is 
to sav, the proportion of lawyers to the 
whole population is, in round numbers, 1 
to 6,400 in Germany, 1 to 4,700 in France, 
ana 1 to 900 in the United States. 
It is 
not to be believed for a moment that we 
really require so much more legal talent 
than other countries. 
Our ratio of crime, 
as compared with theirs, does not call for 
any such excess of lawyers, nor is a good 
reason to be found for it in a great pre­ 
ponderance of civil suits. 
The truth is 
that we do not have legitimate employ­ 
ment for so many men in that profession. 
They are obliged to live, aud the eonse- 
quence is that they gain fees by methods 
which necessarily obstruct anil delay the 
course of justice. 
It is to the interest of 
the attorney to defer a final decision to the 
last moment, and to involve the case in 
the greatest degree of doubt and confusion. 
H e regards that as a privilege of the pro- 
fesssou and a duty to himself; anil the 
Courts encourage rather than discredit the 
practice. 
There is nothing more desirable 
than speedy justice. 
That we do not have 
it in this country, every intelligent citizen 
well knows; and the reason, as Mr. Field 
assures us, lies mainly in our superfluity of 
lawyers. 


STOEAGE BATTEEIES. 


C ost o f R u n n in g E lec tric S treet Cars in 
B ru ssels. 
[Electrical Review.] 
The storage battery electric cars have 
now been m regular passage service a lit­ 
tle over two years in Brussels, and a report 
has just been prepared of the cost of motive 
power during that time. 
The motive 
power includes the renewal of batteries, 
the wear and tear on motors and machi­ 
nery, the generating and storing of the 
energy and repairs and replacements gen­ 
erally—in fact, every element that can be 
understood by au engineer to be motive 
power. 
It has been found that the cost of mo­ 
tive power has been a trifle less than 3 
cents per kilometer, or about 5 cents per 
car mile; in this, the cost of maintaining 
the batteries has amounted to 1 3-5 cents 
per car mile. 
It may be of interest to know that the 
estimate of the cost of motive power as 
based on the exierience of the Electric 
Traction Company on the Fourth and 
Madison avenues, New 
York, and pre­ 
pared prior 
to the report at Brussels 
and 
without 
any 
knowledge 
of the 
cost 
there, 
is 
within 
a 
fraction 
of being 
the 
same. 
The 
company 
finds the 
cost 
of motive 
power 
on 
Madison Avenue to be 
5.3 cents per 
mile. 
In the cost of motive power as es­ 
timated in New York, however, was in­ 
cluded interest on investment, amounting 
to 1.8 cents, or 3 5 rents per mile net, in­ 
cluding depreciation on battery, cost of 
generating current and handling of bat­ 
teries.

There is to be found in the heart of the 
small city of Nablus in North Palestine, a 
little religious community—now number­ 
ing about one hundred and fifty souls— 
which has defied the ravages of war and 
poverty and oppression nearly three thou­ 
sand years. 
Unlike the \ audois, these 
Samaritans have had no friendly system of 
mountain 
buttresses to 
defend 
them 
through the centuries; anil still more un­ 
like the long-lived Savoyard Protestants, 
they have been right in the pathway along 
which 
the 
devastating 
armies 
have 
marched back and forth, from the time of 
Sargon to Napoleon. 
But they have 
lived on, and their unity has never been 
broken. 
They have clung to little Nablus 
and to their sacred Mount Gerizim, as the 
very cactus roots to the granite sides of 
the somber Ebal that confronts them 
across their little enchanted valley. 
The feeling with which the" present 
Samaritans regard the Mohammedans is 
that of intense bitterness with which they 
have always manifested toward the Jews. 
And why not ? 
Does not tiie Samaritan 
date his faith from Abraham, or rather 
from Adam ? and has he not a right to 
call that infant religion which has been in 
existence for only the trifle of twelve cen­ 
turies? 
Is not the Koran one of vour new 
catchpenny romances, while that" mysteri­ 
ous copy of the Pentateuch, made of sacred 
lambskins, which the Samaritans have 
been reading and kissing through these 
many ages, is the oldest copy in existence, 
written down by Aaron’s own grandson, 
and the veritable original of all the I’enta- 
touclis in the world ? 
As the population of Nablus is just 
about 12,000, the little Samaritan com­ 
munity is almost absorbed by the surround­ 
ing Mohammedan mass. 
S*ave toa careful 
observer, the very existence and presence 
of Samaritans as a distinct element of 
citizenshipin Nablus would not be noticed. 
The Samaritans wear a turban much like 
that of their true Moslem neighbors, but 
between the history and theology of the 
two classes there is not a single point of 
positive resemblance. 
The Samaritan synagogue is a small 
building in the center of Nablus, half ob­ 
scured by the surrounding dwellings. 
I 
passed through arched and littered streets 
to a little court, in the middle of which 
was a little plot of grass, relieved hv three 
trees, two of which were lemon, 
i here 
found a little Samaritan school, and at the 
sight of a stranger the children sprang 
from the floor where they were sitting, 
kissed my h,.ud am! begged for backsheesh! 
The teacher was a youth of about fourteen, 
the son of Amram the H igh Priest. I was 
greatly surprised at failing to find Amram 
himself, but in the end this circumstance 
aided me in my chief object, for the young 
man was will inf, for a good fee, to show 
me the ancient Pentateuch. 
H is father 
might have been deaf to all entreaties. 
The claim of the Samaritans to hare a 
copy of the Pentateuch older than the 
Jewish is supported by their own unbroken 
tradition, and by the opinion of some 
learned men of the present time in Chris­ 
tian countries. 
But the weight of internal 
evidence is against it—among which may 
be mentioned grammatical emendations, 
late glosses in the text, insertions of for­ 
eign passages, alterations, Samaritanisms, 
and changes in support of Samaritan doc­ 
trine. 
There are three codices kept in the little 
synagogue in Nablus, two being generally 
shown to strangers. 
It is very rare that 
the veritable one can be seen. 
My good 
fortune in getting a hasty look at it was 
due to the venturous and avaricious spirit 
of Amram’s son, rather than to any man­ 
agement of my own. 
Having first exhib­ 
ited the two imitations, the young man, 
upon the offer of an additional fee, then 
brought out the original scroll from a 
chest. 
After the removal of the red satin 
cover I saw that the codex was inclosed in 
a silver cylindrical case, which had two 
doors opening on two sets of hinges. When 
these doors were thrown back the whole 
column was exposed to vision. This cylin­ 
der is of rich workmanship. 
It is about 
two feet and a half long, and nearly a foot 
in diameter, and presents, in exquisitely 
raised work, a good plan of the Tabernacle, 
with every part given with the utmost 
minuteness and rarest skill. 
The roll con­ 
sists c.f dingy skins—prepared before the 
invention of parchment—sewed together 
with neat stitches, and worn and patched, 
and here and there entirely illegible. The 
skins are of equal size, and measure each 
twenty-five inches long and fifteen wide. 
Before leaving Nablus I had the oppor­ 
tunity of spending an evening with Am­ 
ram at his own house. 
H e lived in the 
greatest simplicity, though in Palestine 
that is the rule rattier than the exception. 
Mrs. El Karey, the wife of the missionary 
in Nablus intheem ploym entof the Church 
Missionary Siciety of London, was good 
enough to accompany me and serve as in­ 
terpreter. 
The venerable high priest, who 
was barefooted, and clad in a great turban 
and loose flowing robe, received us with 
calm and dignified cordiality in his room 
— at once his parlor, dining-room and bed­ 
room. 
His very aged mother was lying on 
the floor, covered with bcdclothing, and 
asleep. 
There were several children, half 
asleep, lying about the room. 
Amram’s 
son-in-law was slowly copying' a Penta­ 
teuch—for the Samaritar.3 have no print­ 
ing press. 
It requires a year to make a 
copy, which is never sold, and is only used 
by the community. The mother of Amram 
arose after we had been present a few min­ 
utes, the many ornaments on her neck and 
in her ears making a harsh tinkling sound 
as siie moved. 
I was invited to a seat on 
the floor, and to take coffee and cigarettes. 
The mother, seeing guests in her presence, 
took a rude bellows and blew up the dull 
coals under the copper kettle. 
Coffee, the 
Oriental’s unfailing proof of hospitality, 
was handed its in little cups. 
The peculiar views o; Amram may be 
said to represent very fairly the theology 
of his dying community. 
The world, he 
claimed, is about seven thousand years old. 
For fifty-five year? men will go on increas­ 
ing in wickedness, after which there will 
come a time of great peace and purity. 
Then there will conte on a new period of 
consummate wickedness, which will last 
three hundred years. 
This time will be 
consummated by the total destruction of 
the world. 
After this the general judg­ 
ment will take place, when the righteous 
will go to live with God aud the wicked 
with Satan. 
There are some people who 
have clean hearts, or at least are accepted 
as clean, though none arc absolutely pure. 
Just here Amram looked off’, as if in the 
distance, and said, “God is one !” 
Here he 
intended a slight thrust at all Christians, 
because of their emphasis on Christ and 
II is divine character. 
He spoke with interest of the ruins on 
Mount Gerizim, and of the increase of his 
community within the last thirty years. 
He closed by expressing his firm belief 
that the time would come when the Sa­ 
maritans would be the most numerous 
body in the world. 
Amram has since died, and the sedate 
son-in-law, being the eldest male relative, 
has succeeded him in the high-priesthood

A NEW PBOPOSITION. 
Since all propositions to advance the 
best interests of the State are welcome, 
and any that will enlarge and improve the 
State’s annual Exposition—which is now 
closing one of the most successful seasons 
in the history of the State Agricultural 
Society—are worthy of attention, a new 
one, proposed by Senator Caminetti of 
Amador, should be considered. 
In the matter of exposing abroad the 
evidences of her resources and capacity, 
Amador county has been sleeping for 
years; with suddenness she awoke to the 
value of county exhibitions at the State 
Fair, as a means to the end all Califor­ 
nians desire, and as a result that commu­ 
nity has astonished the State and itself by 
the showing it has made of the variety 
and importance of its products. Fully 
impressed with the high value of such ex­ 
hibitions, one of the representative men of 
the county now suggests that at the next 
State Fair there shall be a grand fraternal 
contest between great natural sultdivisions 
with the products of those sections. To that 
end—and we have added some suggestions 
to the original plan—all foothill and 
mountain counties and parts of counties 
should be classed together, all valley coun­ 
ties grouped, aud all coast counties like­ 
wise united, for the purpose indicated ; or, 
at least, two grand divisions should be 
set up 
in competition, the valleys 
against the foothills and 
mountains. 
A sum of certainly $4,000 or $5,000 
would have to be set apart as a society 
puree, to be divided between the two or 
three great sections, to compensate their 
units in part for the cost of the exposition. 
One section of the Pavilion should be set 
aside solely for the valley exhibition, and 
another and distinct portion for the hills 
and mountains, the State society furnish­ 
ing each with such heavy material for 
erecting designs as it now supplies to coun­ 
ties. The friendly contests between the 
sections should be unlimited, each beiDg 
given free rein to make the very best 
possible showing, and each being entitled, 
as now, to enter the individual exhibits 
for the usual individual premiums. Under 
this plan the valley counties would be in­ 
vited by the State Board to assemble by 
representatives, and arrange for uniting 
all county efforts for the great valley dis­ 
play, and the hill and mountain counties 
would be solicited to similarly organize 
It might be one of the offices of the Board 
under this plan, and certainly would be of 
county organization», to solicit special 
purses from citizens of means for special 
displays; as, for floriculture, display of 
grasses, exemplifications of the best meth­ 
ods in varied branches of horticulture and 
agriculture, for the best exhibits of Cali­ 
fornia wines under special conditions, for 
typical exhibition of building material, 
minerals and mineral products, articles of 
manufacture, etc. These special premiums 
would lie oflered for either valley or moun­ 
tain sections, as the donors might choose, 
in order to stimulate the one or the other 
section, and would be supplemental to the 
premiums of the State society. Under this 
plan, small and large, rich and poor counties 
in each section would stand upon a level. 
All fruit growti in a section would thus 
be grouped, all minerals, all woods, all 
grapes, all soils, all wools, leather, clothes, 
etc., arranged in their departments. 
Tiie splendid effect of such a grand 
array can be easily fancied. 
The an­ 
nouncement of such a fair would command 
attention in the East and even in Europe. 
The contest between two or three such 
great sections of California would excite 
the interest, generous partisanship and 
pride of all our people, and as a result we 
would have such an exposition as would 
become world famous. "We doubt not that 
the special premiums, the Society's award, 
the purses that cities and towns could lie 
induced to add, and the inducements that 
Boards of Supervisors end private individ­ 
uals would hold out would aggregate 
$20,000, which sum would repay every 
county of each section for the outlay nec­ 
essary for carrying out the plan. 
We be­ 
lieve the idea to be practicable; there is 
nothing staggering in it; half a dozen en­ 
ergetic business men detailed to the duty, 
and consenting to undertake it out of a 
public spirited sense of benefit to result to 
the State, could marshal the sections and 
bring about the novel exposition. 
It 


would, if entered upon, grow in all direc- \ 
tions, and we believe prove to be one t>f 
the most important advertising and ben­ 
eficial schemes for the State ever i’mJer- 
taken.

•COMMITTING TO INSANE ASYLUMS. 
At the National Conference of Chari­ 
ties in San Francisco on Wednesdav, Dr. 
Wilkins of this State, and long related to 
our insane asylums officially, stated that 
there is a deplorable disposition among 
our people to send those to the insane asy- 
bims who are only slightly deranged. He 
“expressed the belief that there are “many 
old people in out asyl ums who were sent 
there simply because they caused a little 
inconvenience at horr.e.” This is a humili­ 
ating and a Teuiarxable statement, more 
especially as it comes from a gentleman 
who by position is qualified to speak by 
the card. 
The conclusion is inevitable, 
then, that the examination of those 
charged with insanity are, in many cases, 
conducted with injustice, and are inva­ 
sions Of human liberty, which in this 
country is so jealously guarded, as a rule. 
Interest in the subject has been quickened 
by the recent exposure of the trick by 
whieh a San Francisco husband managed 
to have his wife twice committed to the 
insane asylum, though the woman was in 
full possession of her reason, and the 
asylum officials were not long in ascertain­ 
ing that there had been gross fraud in pro­ 
curing her commitment in both cases. 
Our examining physicians, therefore, as­ 
suming them all tobe men of unquestioned 
honor, aud our Courts before which the 
examinations are held, giving them credit 
for undoubted honesty, are sometimes 
duped and made cat’s-paws for the 
accomplishment of infamous ends; indeed 
according to the report of Dr. W ilkins’ 
speech, this happens “many times.” We 
have maintained that public examinations 
of which notice has been given would go 
far towards correcting or preventing any 
evil in this matter. W hile it is supposed 
that most of the examinations are made in 
open Court, or at least publicly, yet, as a 
matter of fact, the publicity is not such 
as it should be, as a precaution against im­ 
position. 
When we considered the subject some 
weeks ago, the suggestion was made that 
there ought to be no commitment to an 
insane asylum until notice had been served 
on near relatives of the patient resident in 
the county ; nor until after a few days 
public notice by publication, that an ex­ 
amination was about to be held in the case 
of the person charged with insanity. We 
have not yet noted any reason advanced to 
justify a modification of the opinion that 
such should be the law. At the Conference 
referred to Dr. Vivian, of Minnesota, 
favored publicity of examination, and de­ 
declared that in his State, where the in­ 
sane afe not treated as criminals, the pub­ 
lic examination is the chief feature of the 
system. Dr. C. B. Brown, of San Fran­ 
cisco, however, spoke against public exam­ 
ination. Unfortunately the San Francisco 
press has not given even the substance of 
the reasons advanced by either of these 
physicians for the positions they occupy. 
The subject is one fraught with grave 
interest, and ought to receive a good deal 
more of consideration in the public forum 
than it has thus far had in California. If 
for the next year and a quarter that pre­ 
cedes the assembling of the Legislature 
the press of the State will carefully ob­ 
serve the method of committing people to 
the insane asylums; the character of the 
testimony given in support of the charge; 
whether ordinary tests are applied to 
establish its reliability, or discover its 
weakness ; whether the physicians conduct 
the examinations upon the line of the 
charge made, by those who ask to have the 
patient committed, even to the extent, in 
some eases, of making themselves prose­ 
cutors ¡Dstead of inquisitors—if the press 
will also look into the record of some past 
commitments that were notoriously un­ 
just, the Legislature will come up to the 
Capitol sufficiently interested in the ques­ 
tion to apoly any remedy that may he 
needed. 
THE SCHOOL OF INDECENCY 
The public sense of decency is assailed 
more and more daily by a small army of 
wretched imitators of Amelie Rives, who 
is had enough at her best. These lubrici­ 
ous females find truculent publishers; 
rather the avaricious publishers find these 
shameless would-be wantons, who write with 
disgusting closeness to the penalty of the 
law, and smear fair pages with the corrupt­ 
ing pitch of adjectival lasciviousness, to de­ 
bauch womanhood and defile the sensibili­ 
ties of youth. These pretentious bawds 
are becoming so numerous and offensive 
that it will become necessary presently to 
stretch the inhibition of the crimnal 
statutes to reach their cases. 
As an example, we have before us a 
volume that the publishers have the brazen 
cflrontery to ask us to review and freely 
advertise for them, that is so indecent that 
it would offend the kitchen tongs if they 
were used to take it up and cast it forth. 
Yet the venereous character of the lecher­ 
ous volume is thinly plated with a seem­ 
ing of elegance of expression, an apparent 
richness of diction, and an attempted 
loftiness of thought, that it is vainly sup­ 
posed covers the wretched obscenity so ill- 
hidden beneath: 
The volume bears the portrait of the 
shameless author, whom we do not propose 
to advertise in the prostitution of her 
womanhood by naming. This salacious 
young woman, who hares her brazen face, 
and to a blushing world permits her book 
and portrait to go out with an announce­ 
ment by her publishers that opens after 
this gushing manner.

She has written a 
book. The type is large, clear aud double­ 
leaded. and these are the opening sentences:

the grassy 
laughter, a silver streamlet flowed. The noon­ 
day son kissed with hot breath the voluptuous 
form in whose white and undulating limbs a 
passionate strength was glossed with gentle 
curves. Stopping, she stood with drooping 
head, and eager lips quivering with an unborn 
kiss, that trembled down ou the perfumed air 
and died away in silence. One languid hand 
clasped the mist-like robe over her rebellious 
bust, that the whispering wind would free, and 
the other listless hung pink as a curled June 
rose leaf. A faint flush, deepening with every 
heart-throb, mounted snowy neck and brow ss 
a tremulous sigh heaved her breast and from 
the moist, crimson mouth came the low mur­ 
mur. "My dream, my dream. O besutltul 
vision ot ccstacy and delight. Thst one hour of. 
bliss is worth a lifetime of quietness aud repose. 


I felt his burning kisses on my lips, and he held 
me close to a living, throbbing heart. O love ! 
love : love I My bouI pants and burns to know 
and feel your exquisite power, and have the 
bles;ed vision a sweet reality." 
An apology may appear to be due to our 
readers for quoting even this much— the 
least offensive—from this gushing, yearn­ 
ing, shameless writer, but it is necessary 
that parents should know what class of 
works are finding their way to book-shelves 
to corrupt the fount of innocence and 
wreck the lives of their daughters. This 
new rival of the Rives school, whose gush­ 
ing sighing is of an order that should 
subject her to the slipper of an indignant 
mother, or the cow-hide of a father who 
has neglected to correct thje disorder of im­ 
modesty with the sting of the ferrule, is 
representative of a ribald class of scribes 
who are prostituting what little ability 
they have to the base ases of venal pub­ 
lishers, and rioting in erotic imagery in 
order to inflame desire and blacken and 
sear the purity of innocence. It would be 
advisable to name the book and the author 
and all of her class, were it not for the 
fact that it would invite to their reading 
those whose curiosity and moral weakness 
dominate their sense of decency, and over­ 
ride the natural instincts of cleanliness. 
Our aim will have been accomplished, 
however, if such reference as has been 
made to this one vile book, masquerading 
under the guise of luxuriant language, and 
so representative of the new school of 
realistic literature, shall call the attention 
of parents and guardians to the fact that 
the youth committed to their care are be­ 
ing assailed from a new direction. The 
forbidden books under the law are not one- 
tenth part so dangerous; do not in their 
bald vileness make one-half so vigorous an 
assault upon the sensibilities of youth as 
these, and are fitter to be read than the 
best of the new order of obscenity. 


A LESSON OF THE FAIB. 
The attendance at the State Fair, which 
closes to-day, has been excellent, and the 
financial result to the State Board of Agri­ 
culture has been verv gratifying. There is 
or.e thing notable in this matter, the lesson 
of which must not be lost sight of, and 
that is, that the people came this year to 
visit the fair, and not to squander their 
money. It has been urged repeatedly that 
a great number come to the State and dis­ 
trict fairs in order to indulge the dissipa­ 
tion of gaming, and it has been argued as 
a conclusion that gaming must be given 
free rein or the people would not attend 
the fairs. We have now the undeniable 
proof that the people did come to the State 
Fair, and did not, to any considerable ex­ 
tent, engage in gaming, and that the 
poorest business done in the city during 
the fair has been by the gamblers, while 
legitimate amusements, such as the thea­ 
ters, and the speed contests, have been 
patronized in the most liberal manner, and 
their managers are smiling with satisfac­ 
tion. There has been some complaint on 
the part of some legitimate business men 
that this fair season they have not had the 
patronage that they have enjoyed in other 
seatons of that kind. This fact supple­ 
ments the truth we have referred to—the 
people came to see and enjoy the fair, and 
not to buy goods or spend their money ex­ 
cept for daily necessaries and the reasona­ 
ble pleasures of the season. And this dis­ 
position will be more marked with each 
succeeding fair season. It will be well for 
the men of business to recognize and ac­ 
commodate themselves to this fact, for the 
State Fair is a State institution, and can­ 
not be legitimately administered if run to 
aid or foster any private enterprise. It is 
for the benefit of the whole State, and the 
more it is de-localized, the more represent­ 
ative a fair it will be. The people are 
certainly proving that they so look upon 
the institution, and that they will attend 
the annual State expositions regardless of 
so-called outside attractions; a disposition 
that speaks well for the people and for the 
State Agricultural Society. The fact of 
the matter is, it is very much better for a 
community that it should not lean upon 
the recurrence of holiday seasons. The 
disposition to look upon them as business 
harvests is demoralizing; it tends to lessen 
self-helpfulness and to give fictitious values 
to occasions, and invites a species of busi­ 
ness paralysis in the interim between holi­ 
day periods. The less a community in­ 
dulges in any but regular and stable stimu­ 
lants to energy, the better for it. 


T h e official interpreter to the new Chi­ 
nese Minister Plenipotentiary who arrived 
in this country on Wednesday, being asked 
what he understood the attitude of the 
Chinese Government to be towards the 
United States because of the Exclusion 
Act, replied: 
The Chinese Government (iocs not care a par­ 
ticle about it either one way or the other. It 
prefers to have its people remain at home, and 
not emigrate to foreign countries. The only 
element in China that does care are the mer­ 
chants, w hi profit by the expatriation oi our 
ignorant classes. 
This is very much better authority than 
Bishop Fcwler, who has attempted to cre­ 
ate “a scare” by prophesying that China 
will make us repent the exclusion of Chi­ 
nese laborers. 
Interpreter Lee, who is 
represented as a very intelligent, well-in­ 
formed man, who is related to the nobility 
nearest the Imperial throne, is very much 
more likely to know what is the purpose 
of the Chinese Government than Bishop 
Fowler. 
Lee’s statement is semi-official, 
and made with a directness and freedom 
indicative of confidence in the correctness 
of his expression. Moreover, what he says 
is in keeping with the traditional exclu­ 
sive policy of China. 


A iiea k n , who beat Jackson to death in 
a prize fight at St. Ixmis, has been held 
without bail to answer for murder—and he 
ought to lie speedily convicted and early 
hanged. The murderously ravenous dis­ 
position of the man that led him to jump 
upon his dying victim and beat his head 
upon the floor, proves him unentitled to 
human sympathy. His accomplices who 
pitilessly pushed the expiring Jackson up 
in the last round to receive his death blow 
ought to swing from the same gallows with 
Aliearn.

"WHAT 18 BEING DONE FOE ITS EN- 
TEETAINMENT. 


T h e S ta te C o m m issio n A ctiv e ly a t W o rk 


—S u ccess in E v e ry E n d e a v o r 


T h u s F a r . 


Much interest is manifest concerning the 
next meeting of the National Grange, 
Patrons of Husbandry, which is to be 
held in this city soon. The last Legis­ 
lature passed an Act appropriating $10,000 
to pay the expenses of the reception and 
entertainment of the National Grange. 
Some considerable 
misconception 
pre­ 
vailing concerning the meeting and the 
manner in which the guests will be enter­ 
tained, ex-Senator William Johnston, of 
Richland, was yesterday called upon and 
asked concerning the matter, he being 
President of the Commission of five ap­ 
pointed by the Governor in pursuance of 
the Act of the Legislature referred to. Mr. 
Johnston was asked who constitute the 
Commission, and he replied : 
“George W. Hancock is Secretary, and 
the other members, besides myself, are Mr 
Walton of Sutter, A. T. De'wey'of San 
Francisco, and W. L Overheiaer of San 
Joaquin.” 
“ is ¡t true, as stated last evening, that 
the meeting of the National Grange is to 
take place in Sacramento in Octobei ?” 
“ No, sir ; it meets here November 13th.” 
“ \\ ho was the author of the bill appro­ 
priating the $10,000?” 
“ Senator Langford. Many others aided 
in its passage.” 
“ It is suggested by Assemblyman Hook 
that the Commission ought to make ar­ 
rangements to secure special rates for the 
excursionists, and that the railroads are 
averse to granting reduced rates, or round 
trip tickets. How is that ?” 
“ It is error. The railroads have already 
granted the Commission rouud trip tickets 
for the delegates and all the excursionists. 
The rate is from all Missouri river points 
$80, and from Chicago $100, and so on 
These are round trip rates. ’ 
“ Have the railroads 
been averse to 
granting the rates?” 
“On the contrary, they have been just 
the reverse and have shown a desire to en­ 
courage the coming of delegates and ex­ 
cursionists. The Commission is encour­ 
aged by the action of the roads to ask for 
still further reduction on the ground that a 
still larger delegation of visitors can be 
secured and mote travel about the State in­ 
dulged in to view it tn all sections.” 
“From the remarks of Mr. Hook, as re­ 
ported, it is inferred that your Commission 
may not yet have made known at the East 
that the reduced rates have been granted. 
How is that?” 
“Such au inference would be unjust. 
We have made the tsct known to the'Ex­ 
ecutive Committee of the National Grange 
and that body notifies all subordinate 
bodies of the Order. They will also make 
it known through the Grange press. That 
body can, better thav. any other, spread the 
knowledge abroad, and we have urged it to 
do so ” 
“t\ hat assistance have you received from 
Sacramento business men?” 
“ All we have asked for thus far. The 
Improvement Association, in conjunction 
with the committee of Pomona Grange of 
Sacramento county, has acted in the mat­ 
ter of preliminary arrangements. 
The 
Mayor has also promised us to call a citi­ 
zens' meeting at an early day to arrange f..r 
local entertainment of the delegates while 
here.” 
“Are you intending to arrange for an 
exhibitof California products here when the 
Grange meets?” 
"Yes, we are, and have acted alreadv. 
The Improvement Association has kindly 
tendered ns the use of its building. In ad­ 
dition we can have the use of the Capitol 
for similar purposes, and any other halls or 
buildings we may need. Sacramento citi­ 
zens have manifested a very liberal dispo­ 
sition in this respect.” 
“Have many exhibits been promised, 
thus far?” 
“Oh, yes; the Pomona Grange committee 
and the Iprovemcnt Association commit­ 
tee have already secured many large and 
valuable collections from the county exhib­ 
its in the^ State Fair: for instance, from 
Amador, Nevada, Colusa, Yolo, Humboldt, 
Fresno, San Joaquin and Sacramento. 
These include exhioits that are not perish­ 
able. 
We anticipate no difficulty in getting 
all the exhibits needed from all sections of 
the State, to make up a representative 
showing of high character.” 
“ You will be able to show some green 
fruits, eveu in November, will you not? ’ 
“Certainly. There will be grapes and 
apples and pears; ripening and green citrus 
fruits will be plentiful. W. R. Strong & Co., 
Sacramento, have kindly tendered us the 
use of their cold-storage room, which has 
just been completed, for the purpose of 
storing and keeping any trtsh fruits we 
gather. Right here 1 may say that any one 
having choice samples that'they are will­ 
ing to add to the collection tobe preserved 
by cold storage, can aid us by sending 
them to Strong & Co , who will preserve 
them for us free of charge.” 
“ Really, then, nothing has been ne­ 
glected to be done that could be done 
now ?” 
“ No, sir; not a thing. The Commission, 
I may add, is now arranging to take the ex­ 
cursionists to Marysville, Yuba City. Chic >, 
Vina, Redding, Woodland, Napa, Folsom, 
Santa Rcsa, Kan Jose, Stockton, Merced, 
Monterey, Fresno, aud Los Angeles, and 
into as many other sections as the means at 
our command will permit. The idea is to 
show them as much of the State as possi­ 
ble,” 
"W ill they be entertained at the places 
named ?” 
“ Yes; of that we have assurance from 
every point with which we have communi­ 
cated. We are promised reduced rates of 
fare for these local excursions.” 
“ You believe, then, that this meeting of 
the National Grange will be a decided 
benefit to California?” 
“I do. most assuredly. The body is one 
of thinking men, and representative of the 
best elements of every State in the Union. 
« e will spare no pains to make the visit 
of *nch men redound to the benefit of 
California.”

E d s. R eco bd-U n io n : The very liberal 
standing reward recently ofiered by the 
Government for the arrest and conviction 
of mail rohbers will no doubt prove to be 
very effectual in checking, if not wholly 
preventing it. The fear of being appre­ 
hended and the penalty attached, if con­ 
victed, is, to a great extent, a detriment 
against the commission of crime. And 
when detection is rendered more certain by 
a liberal standing reward, the more hazard­ 
ous and dangerous will be the undertaking. 
Should Weils, Fargo & Co., who have in 
constant transit by car and stage so much 
treasure and valuables, conclude to adopt 
Uncle Sam’s plan auu advertise a liberal 
standing reward, I think they would soon 
discover less frequent occurrence of rob 
bery on the road. The boldest bigbwav- 
mau would be likely to consider his pro­ 
fession too perilous, when knowing that a 
goodly reward is already guaranteed in the 
event of arrest and conviction. 
Besides, a standing reward would be an 
incentive to deteciives and layman for 
immrdiate action in capturing the desper­ 
ado before making good his escape “over 
the hills and far away.” 
We read and wonder how it is, when cars 
are invaded, and stages “held up,” that no 
man or set of men, perhaps well armed, 
have the courage, to resist the depreda­ 
tions of even one man. 
There being no reward, the presumption 
is that passengers consider it more prudent 
or the “better part of valor” to submissively 
band over to the “road agent” their “little 
effects” and the treasurebox than to fool­ 
ishly imperil their lives by resisting. This 
hold up yonr hands” business is becom­ 
ing altogether too common, aud it is sure 
to increase unless more stringent measures 
are taken for its suppression. As has been 
stated, let our public carriers and the State 
publish liberal standing rewards, also the 
counlies wherein the crimes are committed 
offer at once a handsome sum to any per­ 
son or party for the capture and conviction 
of the desperadoes, and a host of unprofes­ 
sional detectives would soon make robbery 
on the highway an unprofitable and danger­ 
ous occupation.

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TKE COÍTEE PLANT. 


In te r e stin g D escrip tio n o f C oflee R a isin g 
in In d ia . 
“I presume that very few of those who 
are fond of a cup of good coflee for break­ 
fast ir. this country have anything like a 
clear idea of the agricultural processes 
which render such indulgence possible,” 
remarked George Anderson, of Mysore, 
India, an elderly gentleman, with silvery 
mutton-chop whiskers, keen gray eyes, and 
the tawny sallow complexion which seems 
to be inseparable from the resident of the 
land of torrid suns and diseased livers, as 
he smoked an after-dinner cheroot in the 
lobby of the Russell House yesterday after­ 
noon. ”1 know all about it from a long 
series of years of actual experience in cof­ 
fee raising. 
1 have beeu a resident of 
Mysore, India, for an unbroken period of 
twenty-seven years. 
I went out to that 
country as a very young man, when the 
possibilities of civilization were all before 
it. 
I have never had reason to regret 
doing so. If you are familiar with the 
geography of India, you are aware that 
Mysore is blessed with a delightful cli­ 
mate, something which cannot be said of 
many portions of that great and rapidly 
progressing country. 
1 experienced hotter 
weather in Salt Lake City, since coming to 
this country, a few weeks ago, than I have 
ever known in Mysore during the entire 
period of my residence.” 
“Are you a coflee planter?” was in­ 
quired. 
“That has been my business for many 
years,” replied Mr. Anderson, igniting 
some sort of a long, lanky-looking roll of 
tobacco, which bore unmistakable evidence 
of heathen birth. “I will endeavor briefly 
to give you some sort of an idea of what it 
means to be a cofiee-plauter in India. In 
the first place, you must understand that 
the refreshing rains which water the vege­ 
tation of this country every few days are 
unknown in India for months togethei. 
Drought is the great enemy with which all 
agriculturists are forced to contend. This 
atmospheric condition is the greatest ob­ 
stacle with which we have to battle and it 
has made India the most prolific country 
in the world in the matter of inventing 
and perfecting all sorts of irrigating pro­ 
cesses. 
In that one particular at least we 
easily lead all other civilized countries to­ 
day. Coflee plants, or trees, as they may 
very properly be termed, are planted five 
feet apart in each direction. 
Everything 
lias to be done by hand. There is no such 
thing as labor-saving machinery known in 
connection with the business. Its use 
would be impossible. The tops of the 
coffee shrubs are cut out to force them to 
shoot out horizontally, instead of into the 
air. 
But the coflee bushes on a planta­ 
tion are not the only adjunct of the business 
which requires cultivation. On account of 
the drought and the torrid suns, every 
inch of the plantation must be fuliv pro­ 
tected by shade trees. 
Where this is not 
done, the fruit shrivels up and becomes 
worthless without ripening. Experience 
has taught us in India that the only really 
desirable trees for shade purposes are the 
silver-leaved variety. 
The rays of the 
sun seem to penetrate all others and the 
labor of cultivating them is 
wasted. 
We generally shade our coffee planta­ 
tions with part or all of the eighteen or 
twenty varieties of fig trees indigenous to 
the country. 
Where these trees are not 
properiv located they must be planted and 
cultivated. 
No branches are allowed 
within twenty-five or thirty feet of the 
ground, and annual trimming and piun- 
ing of both the coffee trees and the big 
trees which shade them are absolutely 
necessary. 
You can doubtlc-ss form some 
idea of the immense amount of labor 
which this process entails. 
There is no 
more beautiful sight, however, than a 
properly cared for coffee plantation after 
it has reached maturity. 
The green 
bushes in regular rows below and the 
equally green trees towering above them 
with protecting arms form a very pretty 
picture. 
“In May the cofleejbushes are in full 
bloom, the white blossoms, something 
after the mignonette order, causing the 
perspective to resemble a waving, palpi­ 
tating field of virgin snow. 
The picking 
of the berries begins in November and 
continues until February. 
As I have 
said, all labor is done by hand, and I 
regularly employ 
about six 
hundred 
coolies in managing my plantation. The 
picking process is naturally a tedious one, 
but labor is cheap in India. 
If such 
were not the case, coflee wculd be a lux­ 
ury which few would be able to aflord.” 
‘W hat does the coffee berry resemble 
before it is plucked from the bushes?” was 
asked. 
Mr. Anderson smiled. 
_ “I fear you would have some difficulty 
in recognizing it at that stage of the pro­ 
ceedings,” he replied. 
“In color it is a 
brilliant red, looking very much like a 
large ripe cherry. The berries of which 
the beverage is made are, in realitv, the 
stone of the fruit. The pulpy substance 
by which they are surronnded is sweet in 
taste, but has never been utilized for any 
purpose. At one time a sort of liquor was 
manufactured from it, bnt it failed to win 
its way into public favor. After tasting it, 
you would not be surprised that such was 
the case. Two coflee berries are contained 
in each of these cherries, or fruit bulbs. 
After being plucked from the bushes, the 
fruit is placed in vats, and a process of fer­ 
mentation takes place, which separates 
the pulp from the berry. The latter is 
then subjected to more mechanical devices, 
which remove the remaining film. 
When 
the product reaches the coast, a sort of 
scouring 
process 
is 
undergone, which 
places it in the condition for market—a 
condition with which you are familiar. ’ 
“W hat is the average yield of a coffee 
bush ?’’ 
“One pound of the prepared berry is a 
very fair average per bush. The yield 
more often falls under that figure than 
goes above it.” 
"Do you export your own product?” 
“Entirely. 
I have no dealings with 
middle men. After a quarter of a century 
of experience, I pronounce that as by all 
odds the most profitable plan to pursue.” 
“Is the society of Mysore desirable?” 
“The best in the world,” was the em­ 
phatic reply. 
“India escapes the adverse 
social influences with which most countries 
are afflicted. Only men with an honest 
desire to get on in the world come to that 
country. 
It is no place for unprincipled 
adventurers. There is nothing for them to 
prey upon. 
Baugalore, my nearest large 
city upon the coast, is well advanced in 
everything which renders a city great.”_

this being reached. 


SCIENTIFIC HINTS. 


Palmer’s machine for utilizing the water 
power of the Niagara is an endless steel 
belt, two hundred feet long and twenty 
feet wide, each link of which i s a tiny 
turbine wheel. When set crosswise to the 
current it moves with resistless force. 
Palmer calculates that a million horse 
power can be generated by a number of 
his machines. A much larger experi­ 
mental trial will be made in a short time. 
George Duncan, an experienced mill­ 
wright, is constructing the largest water 
wheel ever made in New England, in 
Greenwich, Mass. Strong white oak is 
used. 
It is 28 feet high, not more than 12 
feel long, with a surface of 28 inches. The 
buckets are very strong. The power will 
be communicated to gearing by enormous 
iron segments. 
It will have a 'force of at 
least 25 horse power. 
In Java, a layer of fine coal dust is 
spread over the spot and stamped com­ 
pactly. A layer of fine sand of equal 
thickness is then laid over it, and upon 
that is placed the floor. 
By this method 
of construction the floor will’ it is said, al­ 
ways remain dry from the coal dust ab­ 
sorbing the moisture of the soil. 
According to the Engineer there is no 
properly recorded instance of a locomotive 
attaining a greater speed than eighty miles 
an hour. 
Back pressure and various re- 


E lec tric N otes. 
As a result of mining by electricity, it 
has been proved that ten men can accom­ 
plish with the electrical drill what it re­ 
quired one hundred men to do with the 
older methods. 
It will cost $4,000 to purchase the 
horses necessary to run a sixteen-foot car 
120 miles a day, where the cost of a stor­ 
age battery for a similar amount of work 
is $1,500, and flbe latter can be maintained 
for about one-half the cost of keeping the 
horses. 
An English invention of recent date, 
which is said to have proved successful, is 
an electric omnibus. 
This vehicle is now 
in operation in London, and runs well on 
all classes of pavement, being capable of 
guidance anywhere among vehicles drawn 
by horses. 
It runs readily on all kinds of 
grades, no matter how steep, and is said to 
have answered successfully every test made. 
This is the first attempt at the electric 
propulsion of vehicles without the aid of 
rails. 


T im e s H a v e C h a n g e d . 
Between London and Edinburgh the 
greater part of the journey is done at a 
speed not exceeding 50 miles an hour ; 
the 105 miles between Grantham and 
King’s Cross averages 54 miles for the whole 
journey, and some time ago the 4:18 P. M. 
from Grantham was timed to run 24 miles 
in 22 minutes, 1 mile being done in 46 
seconds or at the rate of 74 miles an hour. 
Compare this with the anticipations of the 
last generation. In 1825 the Quarterly Re 
view, in an appreciative article on the pro­ 
posed Woolwich Railway, deprecated any 
wild estimates as to speed. “ We will 
back,” it said, “old Father Thames against 
the Woolwich Railway for any sum.

“Zeke Hogengantz liyes here,” said the 
driver, as he assisted me from the stage and 
handed down my baggage. 
“lie ’s alius

W hoa, there! 
H old them hosses, sonny, till I lug this 
•"ere lady’s traps in on to the porch.” 
It was a plain two-story frame liouse) 
set back from the road in a yard filled with 
beds of gaudy flowers. 
These were laid 
out upon a strict m athem atical plan, their 
contriver having a careful eye to geom etri­ 
cal effect. 
A border of whitewashed clam­ 
shells, laid side by side with a m ilitary 
precision, set off the dazzling red and yel­ 
low of the flowers.

It may be well to explain th at “aint?” 
means “is it not ?” and that “still” at the 
end of a sentence signifies “usually” or 
“generally.” 
Mrs. Zeke was a bright, neat-looking 
little woman, in a plain drab-colored dress, 
w hite cap and apron. 
I fancied at once 
th a t she had a sharp tongue, as well as an 
active one, anil it was not long before this 
impression was confirmed. 
I followed her 
to the dining-room and saw half uncon­ 
sciously the bare uncarpeted floor and 
whitewashed walls, and out of the windows 
a great number of crocks and bright tin 
buckets and pans hanging from the garden 
fence.

EYES THAT FASCINATE YOU.

There are eyes and eves, just as there 
are noses and noses. 
I mean by this that 
there are degrees of excellence in the eyes 
as there are degrees of excellence in all 
the works of nature. 
The standard of 
beauty in the eye, beyond certain effects, 
is largely arbitrary. 
It depends a good 
deal upon the individual faucv. 
I have already, in one of my silhouettes, 
quoted from one of the charm ing sermons 
of th at polished and scholarly churchm an, 
Bishop Jerem y Taylor, and cited the case 
of the Greek painter who attem pted to 
create an ideally beautiful face and head. 
H e chose the most beautiful features from 
the faces that in his opinion were the per­ 
fect faces. 
H e fancied the eye of Chione, 
the hair of Pegnium and Tarsia’s lip, 
Philenium ’s chin and the forehead of 
Delphia, and set all these upon M ilphidip- 
pa’s neck and thought he should outdo 
both art and nature. 
But he did not suc­ 
ceed so well as he had hoped. 
W hen he 
came to view the proportions he found 
th at the lip he considered perfect in Tarsia 
was not in accord w ith the chin of Phile- 
n iu m ; th at Chione’s eye and D elphia’s 
forehead were not intended the one for the 
other, and th at w hile alone the hair of 
Pegnium was the perfection of hirsute 
adornm ent, on M ilphidippa’s neck it cut a 
very sorry figure. 
A nd the Greek found 
that he could not m ake a beautiful face, 
but that w hat he hoped would he beauti­ 
ful was in fact quite ugly. 
N ature works 
differently. 
The most captivatingly beau­ 
tiful face often has im perfect features. 
It has always struck me th a t the color of 
the eye has much to do with the moral 
character of the person. 
Perhaps th at is 
an awkward way of expressing the idea. 
Perhaps it would be better to say th at the 
degree of one’s character is somewhat re­ 
flected in the color and expression of the 
eye. 
W hy is this so? 
Is there a physical 
or phychical reason for it? 
Does nature 
in its inscrutable workings decide first 
upon the character of a child and then 
match it with a certain color in the iris ? 
The pupil of the eye, if it is closely exam ­ 
ined, will be found to be a rare object. 
There is more m eaning in it shades, in its 
gentle coruscations, in its quick transitions, 
in its enlargements and contractions than 
one would believe u ntil he has looked 
thoughtfully into it. 
I t seems to be di­ 
rectly connected w ith the soul. 


A BEA U TIFU L EYE ALWAYS EMOTIONAL. 
It is the pupil which grows large under 
the influence of certain emotions and then 
contracts under the workings of others. 
Through this pupil we look in the soul. 
No woman loves as she should love unless 
this sensitive part of the eye grows large 
and then recedes under the workings of 
her rhapsody. 
The pupil, so far as the 
relation of the eye to the character is con­ 
cerned, is really the whole of the eye. 
And so, I think, although others may 
not agree with me, th a t the most beautiful 
eye is th at in which the pupil is the most 
sensitive; where it is the most responsive 
to the operations of the spirit hack of it. 
I love to look into one of those sensitive 
eyes. 
To me they seem like the summer 
sky which now is filled by the effulgent 
light of the sun and anon is tem porarily 
darkened by a passing cloud. 
If this kind 
of eye is in the socket of the skull of an 
emotional woman, you may expect to see a 
lovely and a changeable character. 
Not 
by any means an inconstant one, hut one 
th at reflects the moods of the spirit as 
plainly as the clear blue sky shows the 
passing cumulus. 
A man or woman w ith this eye never 
deceives by either look or word. 
T heir 
natures are frank and true. 
T his eye I 
should call the emotional eye, because"it is 
always accompanied by a strongly marked 
emotional nature. 
And it is for this rea­ 
son th at this eye is generally the eye 
feminine. 
Not th at all women "have this 
eye, hut that few men have it. 
W e find 
it in the poet, in the musician, the artist 
and the dream er. 
I should not look for it 
in a business man. 
A woman with this 
kind “of eye will love you with great 
intensity. 
If occasion demands the change 
she can hate w ith a like fervor. But there 
is a great deal of constancy in a being with 
this eye. 
* 
But my silhouette o n th eey eis becoming 
too abstract. 
Let us confine it to the con­ 
crete. 
There are various degrees of gray 
eyes and blue eyes, and black eyes and 
brown eyes and some green eyes. 
All of 
these colors mean some special character­ 
istic. 
I’oets rave over the blue eyes. 
In 
three cases out of five where an apostrophe 
is addressed 
to th e eye, or where an 
im agim ary heroine is created, she has blue 
eyes. 
I never could understand this pre­ 
dilection for eyes of blue. 
True, they are 
very pretty and generally are acompanied 
by a pretty complexion. ’ But in the light 
blue eye I see nothing particularly strik ­ 
ing. 
It may make a pretty e y e 'b q t it 
seems to me th at the blue eye has a super­ 
ficial expression w hich is uot always at­ 
tractive. 
There are blue eyes which are 
so deep in the color th at they are beauti­ 
ful, and when these are fringed with long 
lashes they make a rare eye. 
B ut these 
are not the ordinary blue eyes. 
The 
average blue eye is not magnetic. 
The 
hard blue eye is difference itself. 
T he black eye is the eye of intensity 
and passion. 
T here is no“half way busi­ 
ness about it. 
It is not so intelligent as 
the green eye, the gray eye or the brown 
eye. 
But it is soft and dreamy and ama­ 
tory. 
The man or the woman w ith the 
sloe black eye goes to extremes. 
It is all 
softness or all fierceness. 
The sloe black 
eye is not so expressive as the others, be­ 
cause there is none of the delicate traces 
of color lines which we see in the other 
ones. 
There is a blankness to the iris of 
the very black eye which detracts very 
much from its beauty, and while under the 
influence of emotion the coal black eye 
may change som ew hat; it never can he 
beautifully expressive because the color 
shadings are all last. 
The brown eye is a delicious eys. 
11 is 
soft and tender, dreamy and intelligent, 
hut more delicately sensuous than intel­ 
lectual. 
It is a wonder th at more poets 
do not address their ravings to the brown 
than to the blue eye. 
The brown eye be­ 
speaks the genuinely tender nature. 
The 
|K>ssessor of it seldom goes to extremes. 
There are few violent agitations of the 
disposition, although I have seen brown 
eyes th at were accompanied by a genu­ 
inely satanic character. 
There is no rule 
w ithout its exception, and it is not fair to 
the brown eye to make this one a standard 
for judgm ent. 
The brown eye is an eye to 
pin one’s faith to. 
It is the sunny nature 
and the generous th at looks through the 
brown eyes. 
But the liest eye to me is the gray eye. 
And if there is a fleck of hazel in it, or, 
better yet, a touch of violet’s hue, it is the 
more effective. 
The gray bespeaks the 
constant nature. 
It is the trustful eye, 
the intelligent eye, the eye that eloquent­ 
ly |M>rtrays the responsive, the sympa­ 
thetic, the loyal character. 
There is, in 
the expression of the pray eye, an indefin­ 
able essence, or aspect, which fascinates 
and holds the attention and commands the 
confidence. 
The steel-gray eye is the eye 
of cruelty. 
But the soft gray eye, with its 
pure and expressive look, who does not 
say that it is beautiful? 
And who can 
deny th at the violet gray eye, an eye that 
is so seldom seen, is not really ravishing? 
But, as 1 have w ritten, the beauty of any­ 
thing is the proportion of the object to the 
fancy. 
And there will he many whose 
fancy is so different from mine that they 
will not agree with the words that they 
have read on the eye.

HOW TO GET GOOD CLARET. 


T h e A rt o f 
H a n d lin g and D eca n tin g It 
E x p la in ed . 
[From the Pall Mall Gazette.] 
W hilst vast quantities of wine in the 
Medoc are bottled at the end of the sec­ 
ond year, the fine wines are kept in casks 
until the third or fourth year. 
Once in 
bottle, well corked, the mind of man may 
he at rest about his wine, which, up to a 
certain lim it of time, goes on improving. 
W here occasion for care again presents 
itself is in getting the wine out of the 
bottle w ithout shaking. 
Most wine pan­ 
tries are furnished w ith a small basket in 
which the wine bot.Ie may rest whilst the 
wine is drawn into the decanter. 
W ine merchants, wine testers and ex­ 
perienced wine drinkers in the Medoc do 
not trouble themselves about these con­ 
trivances. 
They carefully lift the bottle 
from a horizontal to an upright position 
some three or four hours before it is 
wanted for the table. 
A t the same time 
they carefully m ark the side of the bottle 
th at has lain uppermost, and in decanting 
pour out the wine from that, as it is sure 
to be free from dust. 
W ith steady hand 
they draw from a bottle a maximum 
quantity of absolutely clear, bright wine. 
Anyone who desires to drink a good glass 
of Medoc or Burgundy will not decant it 
till almost the moment it is required, 
thus preserving the freshness of the aro­ 
ma. 
Good wine needs no bush ; but in 
our climate (which, by the way, tlie ex­ 
perts of the Medoc declare to he the best 
possible for storing fine wines) it is better 
for a little warmth. 
R ather than drink 
red wine in the w inter months drawn 
from a cellar in which the tem perature 
has not been m aintained at a desirable 
pitch, it is better to put the wine where it 
will not feel the fire. 
A better way still is 
to leave it on the mantel-piece of the 
dining-room for four or six hours before 
it is to he decanted, when it wiil have had 
an opportunity of acquiring something 
like the tem perature of the room. 
It is 
well worth while warming the decanter 
before pouring in the wine, so th at it may 
not receive the shock of contact w ith the 
cold glass.

The constant, almost yearly, decrease in 
tim e since 1879 is a m arked indication of 
the advent of a new and swifter class of 
“ocean greyhounds.” 
Especially is this 
true of the last two or three years, and to 
the Inm an L ine,tow hich the City of Paris 
belongs, is due the credit of putting into 
commission the first of the new type. The 
City of New York, although not "as speedy 
as expected, was a revelation of the possi­ 
ble luxuries of ocean travel. 
It was in its 
day also the longest vessel afloat, the luck­ 
less G reat Eastern, now no more, alone ex­ 
celling it in th at respect. 
But now it must 
yield th at distinction to the new Teutonic, 
of the W hite Star Line, whose rem arkable 
maiden trip recently caused such furor. 
In this ship, as indeed in all the new class 
of liners, the whole machinery is in dupli­ 
cate, and the set of m achinery operating 
each screw is wholly independent of the 
set operating the other. 
Thus, in ease of 
accident to either set the other goes on, 
and can drive at about two-thirds her reg­ 
ular speed. 
The Teutonic is leas than one 
hundred feet shorter than the G reat East- 
earn, and her beam is only about one-tenth 
of her length. 
A sister ship, the Majestic 
is building in Scotland. 
Four more pros­ 
pective record-makers are the Augusta- 
V ictoria and Columbia and two others un­ 
named, all owned by th e Ilam burg-Am eri- 
can Packet Company. 
T he two former 
have already shown their quality, the 
Augusta-V ictoria having made the fastest 
maiden trip across the A tlantic on record. 


SOME POPULAR FALLACIES. 


K rrors 
a n d 
D e lu s io n s in W liir h 
M an y 
P e r s o n s a r e D e lie v e r s.

A very common error is to suppose that 
birds sleep w ith the head beneath the 
wing. 
No bird ever sleeps so, the head is 
turned round and laid upon the hack, 
where it is often concealed by feathers. 
T hat dogs are kept in health by tlie ad­ 
dition of brimstone to th eir drinking water. 
Seeing that stone brimstone is utterly in­ 
soluble in water, 1 fail to perceive w hat use 
it can possibly he to the dog. 
T hat cows are fond of buttercups. Cows, 
as well as horses, in grazing carefully avoid 
these plants, which, like all the lianun- 
oulacir, are harsh, astringent and somewhat 
poisonous. 
T hat washing the face in the morning 
dew improves the complexion. 
Dew is 
distilled w ater; hut, being m erely verv 
pure water, it cannot exercise an special 
influence on the skin. 
I am unwilling, 
however, to dispel this pleasing illusion, 
and therefore say : “By all means, young 
ladies, wash your face in the morning dew, 
in full belief of its efficacy. 
To do so you 
must rise early and breathe the pure morn­ 
ing air ; this will benefit your health, aud 
no doubt your complexion at the same 
tim e.” 
T his is undoubtedly the lesson 
intended to be inculcated. 
T hat the fire is extinguished by the sun 
sh in in g o n it. 
The effect in this ease is 
apparent, not real. 
A fairly good fire 
looks little better than a heap of white 
ashes under the powerful light of the sun’s 
rays. 
T hat there is economy in putting fire­ 
bricks or clay Dalis into a fire. 
Consider­ 
ing that whatever heat they give out is 
derived from the fire itself, and that, being 
themselves 
utterly incombustible, they 
contribute nothing to the heat of the fire, 
there can lie no economy in th eir use. 
O ur method of using fuel is, however, ter­ 
ribly w asteful; a very large percentage of 
combustible m atter, as well as heat, goes 
up the Hue and is wasted. 
T hat pipes are burst by a sudden thaw. 
T he thaw merely finds out the bursting 
th at lias already been effected by the frost. 
It is the expansion of w ater when passing 
into the icy state th a t bursts w ater pipes 
of whatever m aterial. 
T hat the bones are brittle in frosty 
w eather. 
No doubt more bones are broken 
in winter than in summer, but this is due 
to the slippery state of the roads at that 
season, not to speak of accidents on the ice, 
and not to any abnorm al condition of our 
hones. 
T hat “thunderbolts” are tangible re­ 
alities th at can be handled and preserved 
as curiosities. The only thunderbolt is (lie 
flash of lightning, often no doubt very de­ 
structive, but never accompanied by any 
solid. 
The only solid bodies th at ever 
fall to the earth from the sky are aerolites, 
bodies coming from outer space and having 
nothing to do with thunder-storms. 
T hat m irrors 
attract lightning 
and 
should be covered or turned to the wall 
during a thunder storm. 
This is pure 
illusion, arising from th e effect th at m ir­ 
rors reflect the lightning flash and thus 
add to the terror and apparent danger of 
the storm. 


M o n e y in E le c t r ic ity . 
Ill is not rash to predict th at before 
many years there will he more money in­ 
vested in electricity in the U nited States 
than in railroads. 
It is roughly estimated 
th at there are already invested in elec­ 
trical contrivances in this country over 
$600,000,000,and th at over $80,000,000 have 
been invested w ithin a year. 
W e have 
already upward of eighty-five electrical 
railways in operation, and nearly one hun­ 
dred are reported to he in course of con­ 
struction. 
Over 200,000 arc lights and 
2,GOO,000 incandescent lamps are blazing 
every night, and there are 5,650 central 
electric stations generating power and 
light.— Boston Globe.

Progress in C attle B reeding—W hat Con­ 
stitutes Standard A nim als. 
The cattle show this year is such that it 
cannot be passed without extended and 
favorable comment. It serves as an index 
to one of California's most important in­ 
dustries; an industry which from year to 
year has progressed towards the better 
until within a score of years it has risen 
from the mediocre to rank with the best of 
any land. 
Between the years of 1870 and 1880 the 
important breeders of thoroughbred cattle 
could be counted on the fingers of one 
hand, and the stock bred was principally 
shorthorns.

These m en having a perm anent and 
abiding interest in the developm ent of the 
best strains of the best blood, with charac­ 
teristic push and energy, and unlim ited 
capital at com m and, have brought t their 
herds the very choicest anim als of both 
sexes, selected from the best Eastern and 
im ported stock, and in such num bers that 
through their produce California now pos­ 
sesses anim als equal to the best of their 
breeds w herever found. 
N ature has provided California w ith a 
clim ate that places her breeders of any 
kind of stock at an advantage over those of 
any other section of the Union. Our horses 
have already come to the front. Not long 
ago K entucky was the fam oushorse quarter 
of the world, and everybody went to the 
blue-grass region for bang-tail racers and 
standard trotters. 
To day we lead as 
record-breakers in either class, and the 
racing world is looking to California for its 
flyers. 
So, too, w ill it prove with cattle. W ith 
our clim ate and im ported anim als, the de­ 
velopm ent of the progeny will be such that 
perfection will be m ore nearly attained 
than will be possible in any other quarter, 
and we predict that in less than ten years 
our State will become more renowned for 
cattle than either K entucky or England 
and the world coming to us for stock which, 
at that tim e, will be iam ous as the best. 
The style, figure and quality which 
should represent a perfect anim al in the 
opinion of good authority, would, indeed, 
be difficult to obtain, and if tound in any 
particular one, objection would certainly be 
m ade to it as a type, on the ground that it 
represented a particular anim al of a certain 
blood and breeding. Tastes, prejudices 
and fashion would also enter largely into a 
determ ination of what m ight constitute 
perfection ; but taste, prejudice and fashion 
in stock-breediDg are all more or less arbi­ 
trary, the result of too m uch education, and 
frequently absurd, especially when, as they 
often do, run counter the practical excef- 
lence. 
Accordingly, a standard or model of 
what a particular anim al of a special 
breed should be, rather than w hat some 
anim al is, has by universal consent of 
breeders been adopted as a standard of ex­ 
cellence, and the anim als that most nearly 
approxim ate to that standard are judged as 
superior. 
A rating, or scale of points, comparing 
an anim al with a standard model, enables 
the critic to judge understanding^ as to 
every detail of m ake up. There aré taken 
into consideration the muzzle, head, horns, 
ears, neck, chest, brisket, shoulders, fore 
ribs, crops, spine, loin, hips, rum p, tail, 
binder ribs, flank, udder, thighs, hind legs, 
twist, hair, skin, and w hat is know n as 
handling or touch; and there are anim als 
in their respective classes that so nearly 
approach the requirem ents of the model as 
to be worthy of being considered almost, if 
not entirely, perfect. 
W hile all the details before m entioned 
receive their proper share of attention from 
breeders, yet certain qualities are of m uch 
m ore im portance than others. It is, of 
course, of m ore consequence that the loin, 
from whence come the choicest cuts, should 
be long, deep and wide, than that the 
horns should appear tapering and waxy, or 
that the nose should be free from mottled 
spots. The ideal anim al would then be the 
one which m atures in the shortest possible 
tim e, and w ith a m inim um am ount of 
forage, producing a m axim um am ount of 
choice cuts for the block, and the least 
refuse. 
The breeders who first attained and 
m aintained a world-wide celebrity for the 
nearness of this standard of perfection are 
of the past. The Bates and Booth strains, 
that in their day occupied the foremost 
rank, were w orthy predecessors of the 
Cruickshank fam ily, which the whole 
breeding world recognizes as being the 
largest and m ost celebrated existing herd of 
shorthorns of to-day, and the greatest nur­ 
sery of prize-winning cattle the world has 
ever produced. 
Not too m uch im portance can be placed 
on the selection of a sire which is to head 
the herd, and it is now acknowledged by 
all fashionable breeders that one to be 
standard m ust be a Cruickshank. The in ­ 
troduction of the Cruickshank strain to 
this coast during the last two or three years 
was a long stride in the m arch of progress, 
and in due tim e proper credit will be 
placed to the discernm ent, that foresaw the 
possibilities bound to result from the in­ 
vestm ent. A sa dem onstration of the pre­ 
potent powers of a bred to the line anim al 
of this class, we can point to the prem ium 
young stock in the herd of A. H eilbron & 
Bro., including bull and heifer calf, and to 
the two-year-old heifer in the herd of Jos. 
Marzen, that not only took the first prize 
here over all com petitors, but wherever ex­ 
hibited. All are sired by the Second Earl 
of Aberdeen a pure Cruickshank, in the 
herd of the first-m entioned breeders. 
So m uch as to the progress made by the 
shorthorn class. Second in im portance to 
those just reviewed come the Herefords, a 
class of cattle with m any enthusiastic ad­ 
m irers that are pushing them to the front 
with a z?al that asserts itself at every turn 
and fights for the attainm ent of superiority 
every day in the year. 
These anim als have tbeir own peculiar 
characteristics in a m arked degree. 
A uniform ity of color with the invari­ 
able w hite face and neck enahles a person 
who has ever seen one Hereford to know 
just what another one will be as to coler. 
They are afine boned, short-legged, stocky 
and square built beef anim al that fully 
m erits the attention it is receiving, and the 
representatives from our best herds com­ 
pete with and win prem ium s over the best 
im portations selected from a num ber of the 
best Eastern herds with the particular ob­ 
ject in view of competing in the prize ring. 
In this class A. Heilbron A Bro., who 
breed Herefords as well as shorthorns, won 
the first prem ium for the best bull three- 
year-olds and over, the sweepstakes for best 
cow, besides several other prem ium s with 
vouDger anim als, and a yearling Hereford 
bull sold by them to Mr. Marzen also won 
the first prem ium in his class. 
W hen it is taken into consideration that 
the firm of A Heilbron & Bro. are not 
breeding especially for the prize ring, but 
merely exhibiting with the broader view of 
educating the masses by dem onstrating the 
advantage of thoroughbred over the ordi­ 
nary. it speaks volumes for their enterprise 
when such com plim entary results are ob­ 
tained unsought for.

offer colored immigrants. H e savs his 
people there have tbe em igration fever__ 
they want to go to some part of the Union 
where they m ay better their condition, but 
do not know w hat direction to take. Some 
have been advised to go to Arkansas, others 
to Mississippi, O klahom a and other paits. 
but m any have their eyes turned longingly 
toward California. 
The writer of the letter says his people 
are williDg to engage in any honest in ­ 
dustry—farming, m erchandising, lum ber­ 
ing. ditching, grubbing—anything that 
there m ay be for them to do. 
The supposition is that the colored labor­ 
ers of the South have little or no m eans to 
take w ith them to a new country; but. if 
there is any place under the sun where 
they can m ake a start w ith a small am ount 
of capital, it is California. H ere they can 
work outdoors all the year through, and 
land is sufficiently plentiful to enable them 
to bay or rent cheaply. Steady, industri­ 
ous colored m en would find good opportu­ 
nities to work forothers. ami at two or three 
tim es the wages they receive in the South. 
T heir present condition is anything but 
satisfactory, and there can be no question 
but that they would be far better off eiiher 
in California or the booming Territories of 
the N orthwest, so soon to become States.

FROM MONO COUNTY. 
Shooting of D r. Sinclair of B ridgeport— 
Scarcity of W ater. 
A correspondent w riting from Brideport, 
Mono county, say s: 
Dr. C. Sinclair, a prom inent citizen of 
Bridgeport, was shot in the leg, beiow the 
left knee, by a m an nam ed E j Lee, at 
about 11 a. m. on the 15 h inst. Lee liad 
been drinking and went into the doctor’s 
drug store and asked for medicine to re­ 
lieve him from the effects of his debauch. 
The doctor gave him some sim ple remedy 
and then sat down in a chair, Lee also sit­ 
ting down a few feet away, and alm ost 
im m ediately after draw ing'a self cocking 
pistol and pointing it at the doctors breast, 
with the rem ark that it was a good gun 
and never missed. The doctor, fearing to 
move, retained his seat. Lee then lowered 
the pistol until it was in range of the doc­ 
tor’s leg, which was resting on a keg or 
barrel, when it was discharged, inflicting a 
serious but not necessarily a dangerous 
wound. The calls of the doctor and the 
report cf the pistol drew several passers-by 
to the store, when the pistol was iaken 
from Lee. He was im m ediatelv arrested 
and lodged in jail to aw ait the result of the 
wound. 
A ledge of galena ore from two to four 
feet wide has been recently discovered on 
the head of Green creek, seven or eight 
miles south of Bridgeport. Assays as high 
as $2,000 in silver to the ton have been ob­ 
tained. The average value is probably not 
over $30. A new m ining district has been 
organized and a Recorder elected. 
There is a greater scarcity of waier 
throughout this country than was ever be­ 
fore know n. T he waters of the East and 
W est W alker rivers, several weeks ago, 
failed to reach Sm ith and Mason valleys, 
and the stork in Mason vailev began to die 
for the w ant of water. M any of the ranch­ 
ers sunk wells, by m eans of which they 
have succeeded in saving a portion of their 
herds. A t the earnest solicitation of the 
suffering ranchers of the lower valleys, the 
ranch and cattlem en of Antelope valley 
and the Big Meadows have bees turning 
the waters used for irrigating their ranches 
back into the river beds, in order to enable 
their neighbors in the valleys below to save 
their cattie and horses.

S h ootin g o f D r. S in clair o f B rid gep ort— 
S carcity o f W ater. 
A correspondent w riting from B rideport, 
M ono county, says : 
Dr. C. Sinclair, a p rom inent citizen of 
B ridgeport, was sh o t in th e lee. below the 
left kDee, by a m an nam ed E l Lee, at 
about 11 a . M. on th e 15.h inst. 
Lee had 
been d rin k in g and w ent in to th e doctor’s 
drug store and asked lor m edicine to re­ 
lieve him from th e effects of his debaucb. 
T he doctor gave him som e sim ple rem edy 
and then sat dow n in a chair, Lee also sit­ 
tin g dow n a few feet aw ay, and alm ost 
im m ediately after draw ing *a self cocking 
pistol and po in tin g it at the doctor’s breast, 
w ith th e rem ark th a t it was a good gun 
and never m issetl. 
T he doctor, fearing to 
m ove, retained h is seat. 
Lee then low ered 
the pistol u u til it was in range of th e doc­ 
tor’s leg, w hich was resting on a keg or 
barrel, w hen it w as discharged, inflicting a 
serious bu t n o t necessarily a dangerous 
w ound. 
T he calls of the doctor au d the 
report ct th e pistol drew several passers-by 
to the store, w hen th e pistol was taken 
from Lee. 
H e was im m ediately arrested 
aud lodged in jail to aw ait Ihe result of the 
w ound. 
A ledge of galena ore from tw o to four 
feet w ide has been recently discovered on 
the head of Green creek, seven or eight 
m iles south of B ridgeport. 
Assays as high 
as $2,000 in silver to th e ton have been ob­ 
tained.

T h e w aters of th e E ast and 
W est W alker rivers, several weeks ago, 
failed to reach S m ith and M ason valleys, 
and th e stock in Mason valley began to die 
for the w ant of w ater. 
M any o f th e ran ch ­ 
ers su n k wells, by m eans of w hich they 
have succeeded in saving a portion of th eir 
herds. 
A t th e earnest solicitation of the 
suffering ranchers o f th e low er valleys, the 
ranch and cattlem en o f A ntelope vailey 
and th e Big M eadows have bees turning 
th e w aters used for irrigating th eir ranches 
back into the riv er beds, in order to enable 
th eir neighbors in the valleys below to save 
th eir cattle an d horses.
